William McKinley and Garret A. 
Nobart, the Republican candidates for 
President and Vice President of the 
United States, have been elected by a 
tremendous majority in the Electoral 
College and by an enormous plurality 
of the popular vote. 

Out of the 447 Electoral votes, the 
Democratic - Populist combination of 
Bryan, Sewall, and Watson was only 
able to secure 122, as against 313 for 
their Republican competitors, with one 
State in doubt. 

The victory for sound money is even 


more strikingly shown in the popular 


vote. In this, the pluralities from the 
most trustworthy data make it appear 
that McKinley and Hobart lead the op- 
position by more than 1,000,000 ballots. 

In the analysis by States, as shown in 
the adjoining column, the fact is made 
clear that the attempted coalition of the 
South and West has been an absolute 
and thorough failure.

A LARGE PLURALITY. 








-Mew-York’s Assembly Will: Have 4 
- Republican Majority Greater Even 
than That of Last Year—All the 
Republican Candidates for Su- 
‘ premé Court Justices Were Elect- 
ed—Probable Defeat of the Pro- 
posed Forestry Amendment. 
Frank S. Black, the SepuniGen candi- 


date, has been elected Governor by a plu- 
rality greater than was ever before.given to 


@ candidate for'that office in New-York 
State. 
Timothy L. Woodruff, the Republican 


candidate for Lieutenant Govérnor, and 
irving G.: Vann, Republican candidate for 
Associate Judge of the Court of .Appeals, 
have been elected by pluralities somewhat 
Smaller than those given to the head of the 
ticket. 

The plurality for the State ticket is a 
Small percentage less than that of the Na- 
tfonal ticket. 

In the Second, Third, Fifth, Sixth, and 
Eighth Judicial Districts, where Supreme 
Court Justices were chosen, all the Repub- 
lican candidates have been elected. 

An overwhelming majority of Republican 
Assemblymen have been elected. The ma- 
jority in this branch of the Legislature will 
be even greater than that of last year, when 
there Were 103 Republicans and 47 Demo- 
crats. 

The majority on joint ballot of the Legis- 
lature, which will elect a successor to David 
B. Hill as a United States Senator, will be 
about 100 Republican. 

In New-York County the Republicans have 
gained five Assemblymen, twenty-three 
Democrats having been elected, as against 
twenty-eight last year. Chemung County, 
which last year sent John B. Stanchfield, 
the Democratic leader, has elected a Repub- 
lican for the first time in many years. 

New-York County gave a plurality for 
Black, the State ticket apparently running 
about even for all officers, including the 
Assembly. 

The vote on the proposed constitutional 
amendment, to lease portions of the State 
forest preserve, was slow in counting, and 
the fate of the amendment is not abso- 
lutely known. In the cities there was a 
heavy vote against it. 

The National Democratic vote for Grif- 
fin for Governor ran about even with the 
vote of that for the Palmer and Buckner 
Presidential Electors.

THE VOTING MACHINE IN USE. 





Some Trouble Experienced by the 


e Rochester Voters, 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Nov. 3.—Rochester 
used the Myers ballot machines in the elec- 
tion to-day for the first time. Difficulty was 
experienced in many election districts from 
the catching of the knob on the exit doors, 
which delayed the voters from five to fifty- 
five minutes. The vote of the city, how- 
ever, was very heavy, and the voters had 
practically completed their work fully an 
hour before the close of the polls. 

The Myers people claim that this defect 
of the knobs is due to the fact that there 
were inequalities in the floors of the poll- 
ing places and other physical causes, which 
prevented the machines from being plumb. 
In one, case there was a delay of three 
hours. The difficulties were remedied by 
the experts of the companies who were sta- 
tioned at the polling places. Only one at- 
tempt was made to beat the machine, and 
this was nipped in the bud by a watchful 
voter, who followed the delinquent and who 
reported the difficulty to the Inspector. 
Thefe was no fault found with the compu- 
tation part of the spring, and the count, 
as far as could be learned, was accurate. 
The entire vote of the city had been re- 
ceived by 8 o’clock.

Eight 

other counties give only two-thirds as 

many. This (Pulaski) County gives 1,500 :

The complete returns for this city show. ; 
Bryan 1,880 and McKinley 1,047. The ma- 
jority for the Democrat is within five of the 
majority given Cleveland over Harrison in 
1892, when Cleveland secured 1,885 and 
Harrison 1,067. 

In the contest for Congress Terry (Dem.) 
received 211 and Waters (Rep.) 87. This 
represented one of the six districts. The 
remaining districts are also claimed to be 
Democratic, and it is likely all the Deme- 
ocratic candidates for Congress are elected. 

Democratic pluralities are much smaller 
than in 1892. In the election of that year 
the Democratic plurality for President was 
40,698, and the majority 28,754. At the 
State election two years ago the Democratic 
plurality was 48,774. 

A revision of all the returns at hand made 
here at midnight shows estimated Demo- 
cratic majorities for Congressmen as fol- 
lows: First District, 7,000; Second, 10,000; 
Third, 12,000; Fcurth, 8,000; Fifth, 5,000; 
Sixth, 8,000. The Republican vote is esti- 
mated at 35,000, and Bryan’s majority 45,- 
000. It will be several days before complete 
official returns are received. The Populist 
Electors were scratched in many of the 
counties so far heard from. 

Little Rock, by the computation made at 
midnight, gives Bryan 84S majority. This 
county goes 1,500 for Bryan. Greene, Johne 
son, Clay, Jackson, Prairie, and Garland 
Counties give Bryan average majorities of 
10,000 each. Those are the only counties 
yet giving figures of the vote casi. Many 
Republicans in Fulton County voted the 
Democratic ticket.

DENVER, Col., Nov. 3.—An unusual ine 
was shown in the election thrcugh- 
out Colorado this year.

Regular Republicans Knifed Theis 


Own Candidates. 

NEW-ORLEANS, La., Nov. 3.—The regu- 
lar Republicans distinguished themselves to- 
day by knifing the Republican candidates 
in order to show their displeasure at the 
assumption of authority by the white Ree 
publicans. The city is carried for Democra- 
cy by 8,000 or 10,000, despite the fact that 
many Democrats voted for Republican Cone 
gressmen. The Democratic victory ap- 
peared so certain here that orders were sent 
to zealous patriots to keep the majority 
down in the parishes, as big figures would 
only give grounds for contest. Duson, who 
made the race in the Sixth District as a 
free-silver Republican, gave Robertson, 
(Dem.,) a hard fight, while Beattie, sound- 
money Republican, gave Broussard, (Dem.,) 
a close contest. Ogden, free-silver Dem- 
ocrat, is re-elected in the Fifth District. 
Louisiana gives from 20,000 to 25,000 Deme- 
ocratic majority. 

The election of Adolph Meyers (Dem.) to 
Congress in the First District, R. C. 
Davey (Dem.) in the Second, and S. T. 
Baird (Dem.) in the Fourth is apparently 
certain. 

Throughout the State a new eiection law 
went into effect to-day, ard the Australian 
ballot was employed. The law worked well, 
and the large increase in the number of 
voting precincts served to prevent the con- 
gregation of crowds at the polls. 

It is impossible to compare the figures 
with those of the previous election, owing 
to the new ballot law, which changed the 
precincts. 

At a very late hour the returns from the 
country parishes are still very incomplete. 

Bryan carried New-Orleans by 10,000 ma- 
jority, and the State by 30,000. These are 
the latest computations. 

Meyer’s majority in the First Congression- 
al District is 6,500; Davey, in the Second, 
wins by 6,000; Brussard, in the Third, by 
2.500; Ogden, in the Fourth, by 7,000, and 
Robertson, in the Fifth, by 5,000. All are : 
Democrats. Benoit won in the Fifth by : 
2,000, and 1s a Populist.

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THE END OF A DELUSION. 


For the past thirty years there has been 
@ party of infiation in the United States. 
Westerday for the first time the people 
had a chance to vote Yes or No on the 
question: Wiil you have money worth less 
than its face in gold? Their answer, by a 
heavier vote, a larger number cf States, 
@ more overwhelming majority than have 
ever before been known in the history of 
the Republic, is No. During this long pe- 
riod THe Times has striven for this re- 
sult, and at no time have we doubted for 
an instant that if the question could be 
put directly to the voters the answer 
would be what it now is. In the mean- 
time, because the question was not put 
and the answer could not be given, the 
country has suffered untold loss and in- 
jury and disgrace. Why was this? 

The root of the trouble lay in the legal- 
tender paper of war time. This, with the 
vast expenditures and destruction of prop- 
erty and productive power, caused, first, 
a period of wild speculation, and, second, 
the terrible collapse of 1873. The warn- 
ing then given was taken, and the Re- 
sumption act of 1875 was passed provid- 
ing for the final redemption and gradual 
extinction of the Government paper. Be- 
fore this was brought about the party 
that had controlled the Government dur- 
ing the wai lost its firm hold on the coun- 
try. The distress following the panic 
had reinforced the inflation party, which 
sought relief by legislation. In an evil 
moment of cowardice and folly the Re- 
publican leaders won a temporary secur- 
ity by abandoning the payment of the 
legal tenders and permitting their reis- 
gue when redeemed and compromising 
with the free-silver men by the Allison 
amendment to the Bland act. Had they 
then stood firm and gone to the country 
in 1880 on the Resumption act of 1875, 
they would not only have, won—as they 
did—but would have settled the currency 
question once for all. The first conces- 
sion was followed, as was inevitable, by 
fiercer and greater demands, and these 
were met by the Sherman act of 1890 for 
the purchase of what was then the Amer- 
ican product of silver and the inflation 
of the legal-tender paper by $150,000,000. 
This produced the panic of 1893. 

By the repeal in that year of the act of 
1890 the vitiation of the currency was 
stopped, but the inflation sentiment had 
been so stimulated and both parties had 
been so demoralized by the corrupting 
compromises of the preceding dozen years 
that a positively sound policy was im- 
practicable, and the country labored three 
years more under the heavy burden of 
doubt and uncertainty. No human being 
can calculate the immense cost of this 
experience. -But it had one happy result. 
It divided the people definitely and final- 
ly. The inflationists, under the banner 
of free silver; the ignorant, discontented, 
and distressed; the dreamers and the de- 
luded, led in part by fanatics, in part by 
demagogues, strengthened by the coward- 
ice with which they had previously been 
met and maddened by their first serious 
check, made the unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver the one issue of thé canvass. They 
were met by the conservative, the intelli- 
gent, the honest, with unflinching firm- 
ness and decision. 

As the campaign proceeded, the long 
and cruel schooling through which the 
country had passed was seen to have had 
its effect. The natural leaders of a pros- 
perous and moral people, the men who 
in various callings have earned the trust 
of those who dealt with them, the men of 
standing and character in trade and in- 
dustry, in the professions, in political life, 
rose, with a common impulse, to resist 
the danger with which the honor and 
prosperity of the whole Nation were

The candidate’s speeches at 
the beginning of the campaign were full 
of tariff arguments, some of them based 
upon assumptions not warranted by well- 
known facts and characterized by dema- 
gogical appeals to partisan prejudice. 
But he was forced to turn away from 
the tariff, which had ceased to be an is- 
sue, and to use almost exclusively the 
arguments by which the great and ines- 
timable value of an honest currency is 
demonstrated. His recent brief refer- 
ences to protective tariff legislation 
have been- merely perfunctory. 

What the people of the United States 
want, and what they demanded at the 
polls yesterday, is the sure maintenance 
of an honest and stable currency, that 
restoration of confidence which an em- 
phatic decision in favor of such a cur- 
rency will bring about, and an oppor- 
tunity to go on with their work and 
business without being harassed by the 
worry and commercial paralysis which 
are caused by the menace of currency 
depreciation or the threat of tariff tink-

ering. 
They know that the ‘depression to 
which the country has been subjected 


and the peril to which it has been ex- 
posed were due in part to the concessions 
made to silver men by protectionists who 
could in no other way procure the enact- 
ment of very high tariff duties. They 
know that the.present tariff is high 
enough, and that with respect to many 
of its provisions it is too high. They 
know that its rates are used for the en- 
richment of many unlawful combina- 
tions at their expense. Every farmer in 
the land has felt, for example, the exac- 
tions of the Nail Trust. But the Repub- 
lican Party in Congress voted last Win- 
ter to increase this Trust’s protective 
duty by 15 per cent. Do Republicans 
think such a proposition could safely be 
made now? Do they think the people 
can be induced tO believe that the Gov- 
ernment’s revenue would be enlarged by 
increasing tariff duties which are now 
virtually prohibitory and are used ex- 
clusively as instruments of extortion? 

Let us have peace. No partisan legis- 
lation or threat of legislation concerning 
the tariff should. be permitted to retard 
the process of recovery. The plain les- 
son of the campaign and of the election is 
not only that such interference is not 
desired by the American people, but 
also that it would be resented emphatic- 
ally by them if short-sighted leaders of 
the victorious party should not respect 
what is clearly the popular attitude to- 
ward this question. It may be that the 
impending revival of industry and trade 
will so enlarge the revenues that no new 
legisintion to increase them will be re- 
quired. But if it shall appear that the 
receipts must be enlarged by additional 
taxes, the Republicans should propose 
the enactment of some simple non-par- 
tisan measure for the relief of the Treas- 
ury. Their leaders have expressed a 
willingness to take this course, and they 
should stand by what they have said.

In forty-five States and at 68,194 poll- 
ing places 13,000,000 voters yesterday 
recorded their choice for President of 
the Republic and determined the policy 
of the Nation upon the most momentous 
question that has come before the peo- 
ple for decision since the war of the re- 
bellion, 

The world never before saw such a 


_in State affairs and of the character of 





of free government and popular suffrage 
in operation on a scale so magnificent 
+ and for the determination of issues so 
grave. 

It was a typical and triumphant ex- 
hibition of a democracy exercising its 
highest functions, The silver question 
was of fundamental importance, for if 
it did not invélve either life or liberty, 
in the judgment of the great mass of the 
voters on both sides it bore an intimate 
relation to the pursuit of happiness. 
There was deep and earnest feeling, ris- 
ing here and there to heat and passion. 
Three months of discussion, animated 
beyond all precedents in our history, had 
molded the minds of the majority into 
firm beliefs. The contest had reached 
that pitch of stubbornness where there 
could be practically no further conver- 
sions or surrender of individual opinions. 
Everybody felt the tense strain as of a 
physical conflict, 

Yet in perfect peace and order, under 
the forms of law, every voter loyally 
accepting the ballot as the supreme ar- 
biter, these millions registered their will, 
and with a calmness disturbed only by 
the elation or the disappointment nat- 
ural to the occasion awaited the result. 

It was an imposing event in human 
history, an impressive lesson in the sci- 
ence of government, 
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THE STATE AND CITY. 

The sound-money tidal wave which 
gives McKINLEY such an enormous ma- 
jority in this State, with the help of 
many thousands of Democratic votes, 
has had the inevitable effect of sweep- 
ing the Republican State ticket along 
with it by a majority nearly as great, 
and giving the Republicans control of 
the Legislature, which can only be 
checked by the moderating force of pub- 
lic opinion after excitement of the Na- 
tional campaign shall have subsided. 
This result has been quite independent 
of the record of the Republican Party 


its candidates. Both these have been 
disregarded, while popular attention has 
been absorbed by the great issue upon 
which the honor and welfare of the Na- 
tion depended. 

How will the Republicans of New-York 
use the victory in the State to which 
they have been helped by their oppo- 
nents? There has been no opportunity 
for a rebuke to “ bossism” in this con- 
test, and it will be generally assumed 
that PuLaTr will more completely con- 
trol the action of his party at Albany 
than ever before. There is certainly 
danger of this, and we have already had 
one ill omen in the appointment of Jacos 
WorTH as the Clerk of Kings County, on 
the recommendation of the Governor- 
elect. But there has really never been 
a time when Republican candidates owed 
less to the favor of Mr. Puiarr than this 
year. Mr. BLAcK did not owe his nomi- 
nation to him, except in the sense that 
he might perhaps have prevented it, 
and he had less to do with other nomi- 
nations than in years past. The candi- 
dates once nominated had no need of 
help from him, and, so far as has ap- 
peared, they have received none. Since 
the National Conventions were held and 
the campaign was fairly opened Puiart 
has had little prominence in political 
management, and in no sense or degree 
is the Republican victory in the State 
due to him, 

This means that the newly elected 
State officers and the members of the 
Assembly are really in a position to be 
independent of Mr. Piatt and to act 
upon their own sense of duty to the peo- 
ple of the State if they will. There is 
another thing for them to consider. The 
tendency under the impulse of the Na- 
tional contest for sound money and Na- 
tional safety has been to vote the whole 
Republican ticket, and these men have 
received many Democratic votes, which 
should give them an unusual sense of 
responsibility to the whole people. If 
they fail to show this, it will intensify 
the feeling of dissatisfaction which a 
display of extreme partisanship would 
excite in any case, and it may produce 
a violent reaction that the party would 
be wise to guard against. 

A large Republican majority in this 
city is something unprecedented, and has 
a still greater significance. Even more 
than in the State at large it is the result 
of independent action on the part of 
Democratic voters, and opposition to 
Tammany as well as antipathy for Bry- 
anism has contributed to it. It is one of 
its advantages that it may have a crush- 
ing effect upon the hopes of the Tam- 
many organization of regaining power 
over municipal affairs. This will be a 
just penalty for the perverse blunder of 
running counter to all that is decent and 
reputable in the sentiment of the com- 
munity when there was an opportunity 
for taking a wiser course. 

But the people of this city will not 
welcome any attempt of the Republican 
machine, as a partisan organization, to 
gain control over the government of 
Greater New-York in the coming year. 
A large majority of the voters will still 
be opposed to that machine, and they 
will be more than ever disposed to use 
their voting power independently. Any 
attempt by the Legislature to prepare 
the way for partisan control of the great 
city that is to be consolidated upon New- 
York Bay, and any effort of the party 
organization to establish such control 
through the municipal election next year 
will rouse an opposition that cannot be 
overborne. : 
The great National issue having been 
settled and the strain removed from the 
minds of our citizens, they. will be pre- 
pared to devote their energies to the 
cause of self-government in the affairs 
that come most closely home to them. 
The Republican Party of the State and 








has come to them with moderation and 
soberness. 








BRYAN’S STRANGE ASSUMPTIONS. 


In his six hundred speeches Mr. BRYAN 
laid before the people many curious 
propositions and assumed that all of 
these would be received with favor and 
commendation by a great majority of 
the voters in the United States. He pro- 
fessed to believe that their commenda- 
tion would be expressed at the polls. 
Here are some of these propositions or 
assumptions: 

That the American people want to sub- 
stitute for the dollar now in use a dollar 
which would buy only half as much of 
the necessaries of life, and the value or 
purchasing power of which would pro- 
gressively decline. 

That wage earners would like to be 
paid in such dollars, instead of the dol- 
lars which up to this time they have re- 
ceived. 

That all “creditors” and owners of 
“fixed investments ’’—all wage earners, 
(who are creditors with respect to their 
employers,) the 4,875,000 savings bank 
depositors, the owners of 12,000,000 life- 
insurance policies, the 970,000 pensioners, 
all persons who have loaned their sav- 
ings on mortgage—would cheerfully sac- 
rifice half the value of their invested 
money for what he called ‘“‘ the general 
good.” 

That all American farmers who have 
borrowed money on mortgage desire to 
cheat their creditors by paying back dol- 
lars worth only half as much as the dol- 
lars they borrowed, and that other farm- 
ers who carry no mortgages ‘ut have 
loaned or otherwise invested consider- 
able sums of money would support the 
same policy of repudiation and theft. 

That the people of the great Republic 
desire to degrade themselves and the 
Nation, not only by throwing away the 
currency standard of the civilized world 
and taking up that of half-civilized men 
and barbarians, but also by cheating the 
Nation’s creditors abroad. 

That the American people are willing 
to see their Supreme Court “ packed” 
for the reversal of decisions objectionable 
to men like TILLMAN and ALTGELD. 

That a majority of the voters desire 
that the National Government shall be 
forbidden to suppress bloody riots and 
organized insurrection. 

That the American people respect and 
admire Populists and cranks. 

That if American citizens should be 
empowered to take 53 cents’ worth of 
silver to a mint and have it stamped 
with a dollar mark, the exercise. of this 
privilege would increase the market 
value of all the silver in the world 
($4,055,700,000 in money alone) and de- 
crease the value of all the gold in the 
world ($4,000,000,000) until the two val- 
ues should meet. 

That a political party in the United 
States can elect its nominee for Presi- 
dent by a great majority when against 
this candidate and his policy are ar- 
rayed, as the managers of the party 
admit, all the institutions of learning, 
substantially all the clergymen and 
churches, almost the entire press, all the 
business men and manufacturers, all the 
corporations, banks, and other financial 
institutions, and, in short, all the con- 
servative and enlightened forces of so- 
ciety. 

The American people have expressed 
their’ disapproval of these ideas and as- 
sumptions. That was to be expected. 
But how could such propositions have 
been seriously entertained and defended 
by any honest man of ordinary intelli- 
gence outside of an asylum for the in- 
sane! 








THE WORKING OF THE BALLOT. 


Superficially considered, nothing could 
be more admirable than the working of 
the blanket ballot under the revised elec- 
tion law in this city. The process of vot- 
ing was easy and rapid to a degree never 
before known. There was an unusual 
disposition to get to the polls early, but 
there was no long waiting or standing 
in line, and few intelligent voters re- 
quired more than a minute to prepare 
their ballots. Probably the whole vote 
could have beenpolled in five or six 
hours if the process had been continuous. 
The ease and rapidity of the voting 
were due primarily to the arrangement 
of the names of candidates in party col- 
umns under an easily recognized sym- 
bol and the almost total absence of in- 
dependent nominations. It was due still 
more to a general disposition to vote one 
of the six regular tickets “straight.” It 
required but a single crossmark in the 
circle at the top of a column to dispose 
of the preparation of the ballot. 

But there is really a drawback about 
this simple and easy process, which 
might be serious in some elections. It is 
not desirable to discourage independence 
in voting and discrimination in the sup- 
port of candidates for different offices. 
Even this year, while there may have 
been little reason for mixing one’s ticket, 
there were many Democrats who had 
made up their minds to vote for McKINn- 
LEY, but who preferred to vote for the 
National Democratic candidates for State 
officers rather than the Republican can- 
didates. It was not difficult to do this, 
and doubtless it was done by some, but 
the tendency was to take the ticket 
“straight” because it was so easy, and 
because it was felt that it would make 
no difference with the result. 

It would have been a good thing to 
mark the difference between the sup- 
port of the National and the State tick- 
ets, and there may be elections in which 
the making of the distinction in voting 
that really exists in the voter’s choice 
would affect the result. The difference 
might conceivably be one of great im- 
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makes the tamptation to straight voting 
of less consequence than it would other- 
wise be, and.-when there is really good 
occasion for voting a mixed ticket the 
voters must learn to exercise the right 
by taking the small amount of care and 
trouble that is necessary. 
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Mr. TiLLMAN at Chicago appealed to 
the South and West to combine against 
the East. After the war that reunited 
the country there ‘was no North and no 
South. In yesterday’s election the coun- 
try repudiated T1ILLMAN’s counsel of sec- 
tionalism, and now there is no North, no 
South, no East, no West, and the broad 
sun shines upon p Nation one in senti- 
ment and indivisible. 











The solid South is broken at last. Not 
only has the line of border States from 
Maryland to Missouri broken away from 


but the rift has run through Tennessee 
and North Carolina, while the Demo- 
cratic stronghold.of Texas has been near- 
ly won. Majorities have crumbled to 
small proportions in other States and the 
attempt to create a new sectional di- 
vision between the South and West and 
the East has come to grief. The South 
has saved itself from all danger of force 
bills hereafter, and its people will di- 
vide upon the issues which concern the 
interests of the»*Nation. It will be the 
beginning of a new era for that section. 








Both Mr. Bryan and Mr. SEWALL will 
always discredit, hereafter, anybody who 
asserts that “‘there is*no place like 
home.” Lincoln and Bath went with the 
rest of the country. 








The pestilent ALTGELD has been swept 
under by the tide in spite of all his 
struggles to save himself at the expense 
of BRYAN, and in spite of having a weak 
adversary pitted against him. The peo- 
ple of Illinois have taught him that the 
championship of crime and anarchy is 
not the way to political success in that 
State. The City of Chicago has done it- 
self honor by overwhelming the elements 
of disorder with a flood of silent votes.

Enthusiasm Reaches Its Limit.

Through this 
crowd, and on the edges of the larger 
crowd around THe Times Building, in the 
promenades of City Hall Park, there were 
many women spectators. A large party of 
women held a position throughout the even- 
ing on the Post Office sidewalk, and joined 
in the masculine cheers for the winning can- 
didates. Another party stood in the park. 
The third and largest party was jammed in 
the crowd on the pavement of Park Row 
near THe Timrs Building, surrounded by its 
escort of men.

For three hours these women watched the 
bulletins in high delight, and when a near- 
by band struck up “ America,” they sang 
§t with a will. Their voices sounded strange 
enough amid the deep masculine tones of 
the crowd which surrounded them, howling 
for McKinley and Hobart. 

The distinguishing feature of the crowd 
was its good nature. No election night 
gathering on Park Row has ever been freer 
from disturbance or exhibitions of ill 
temper. Aside from the hissing when the 
Jandslide in the Southern States was bul- 
letined and a few groans at the portraits of 
Chairman Hanna and John P. Altgeld there 
was no demonstration of bad temper. The 
feilver spectators who wore their disappoint- 
ment out watching the sound-money majori- 
ties increase were undemonstrative in their 
grief.

And upon the waspletion cf the map Tho 
Sun stereopticon, as .f wy chanco, enumer- 
ated the States that had gone for McKin- 
ley, which cvs. prised practically the whole 
of the map. he crowd brceke forth in 
merriment and cheers. 


Kesuli Announced By Liectrivity. 


Two bands enlivened the night with pa- 
trictic music from stands built cut from 
The World and The Journal windows. The 
World canvas stretched from the thirteenth 
to the second story of the World Building. 
Electric signals were flashed from _ the 
roofs of the high buildings announcing the 
election of McKinley early in the evening. 

TRH Trmes’s bulletins held the attention 
of the great crowd throughout the entire 
night, presenting the results both general- 
ly and in detail with great accuracy and 
promptness, Five bulletins were constant- 
ly posted on the great sheet of canvas that 
covered the front of THE Times Building. 

The crowd that surged around the news- 
paper offices last night is the largest that 
ever watched the bulletins of an election on 
Park Row. It came earlier and staid later 
than any other, with the possible exception 
of the one which gathered in 1884, when Mr. 
Cleveland defeated Mr. Blaine. The result 
of that election was in doubt, and partisan- 
ship ran high. Last night the crowd was 
substantially an unmixed sound-money 
crowd, but its enthusiasm was tremendous. 
Hours after Major McKinley’s election was 
conceded by his opponents, and the crowd 
knew there could be no further doubt, thou- 
sands of shouting men cheered the bulletins 
until their voices grew hoarse and they were 
well-nigh unable to stand. 





CITY HALL PARK FILLED. 


Thousands Ciieer for the Success of 
Major McKinley. 


The vast assemblage that surged about 
the terminal of the Third Avenue elevated 
station adjoining the Court House in City 
Hall Park completely blocked the Park 
Row thoroughfare at that point. Many 
persons who endeavored to force a passage 
through ithe dense gathering which had 
come to a standstill at that place, in order 
to get a better view of the bulletins, were 
repeatedly forced back and thrown against 
the “L posts or steps. A number of 
women who were guided into this crushing, 
struggling mass of men were tossed about 
like small boats in a storm-stricken sea. 
Three women fainted, but they were finally 
borne out of the crush by a dozen police- 
men. 

At times the police were powerless to pre- 
vent the crowd from coming to a standstill 

front of advancing cable cars. Directly 

front of the bridge entrance an old man 
- about seventy years was knocked down 
>a cable ear after he had been shoved be- 
fore it by the crowd. He was picked up 
and pulled out of danger in the nick of time 
by a burly policeman, 
Siuderts Make a2 Racket. 

A rollicking band of medical students 
from the Coilege of Physicians gathered at 
the corner of Mail Street and Park Row 
armed with large megaphonious horns and 


| huge wooden crickets, and greeted every 


gain for McKinley with their coilege yell. 
They showed a marked antipathy for Bry- 
an’s portrait, which was repeatedly in evi- 
dence on one of the Printing House Square 
newspaper’s canvas, and at sight of it 
yelled, ‘‘ Bryan! Bryan! Give him the axe, 
the axe, the axe! Where O, where O, right 
in the neck!” 

More than a score of wheelmen wear- 
ing McKinley badges and bearing the ban- 
ner end colors of the Sterling Wheelmen’s 
Club of Brooklyn paraded up and down 
House Square behind the cable 
cars, blowing horns and singing a parody 
on ‘“ Massa’s in the Cold, Cold Ground,” 
prefixing Bryan's name instead of 
** Massa,” in the chorus, which read: 

“ McKinley is elected! 
Hear that mournful sound; 

All the Popocrats are weeping, “ 
Bryan’s in the cold, cold ground. 
Pretty girls galore stood on the sidewalks 
and in the middle of the street shrieking 
with laughter at the funny pictures ex- 
hibited on the bulletin canvas of THE NEw- 
YorRK TiMes during the hours of waiting 
for the election returns, The girls were 
nearly all previded with horns, and the 
majority of them evinced unlimited  en- 
thusiasm over McKinley’s portrait when- 
ever it appeared on THE TIMES’s or other 

bulletin canvases. 
All Made a Noise. 

The vendors of horns, megaphones, wood- 
en crickets, and various other noise-making 
instruments reaped a monetary harvest and 
continued to sell their wares all through the 
evening. It seemed to be the desire on the 
part of every one watching the bulletin 
boards to make a noise, and as fast as 
wearled watchers went homeward their 
places were filled with as noisy and excited 
a crowd 2s the former had been, 

The Broadway side of the City Hall Park, 
which was more free from the crowd, was 
occupied in the latter part of the evening 
by bicyclists with their wheels. The lights 
presented a pretty spectacle as they twin- 
kled and shone brightly with the silvery 
glowing wheels for a background. 

Crowds, Crowds, Crowds, 

There was no decrease of the crowds to- 
ward 11 o’clock, but, on the contrary, they 
seemed to increase in size and grow warm- 
er in enthusiasm, and how those. packed 
masses of humanity, cheering, shouting, and 
reading the bulletins, managed to get out 
of the way of three or four lines of cars 
going up and down town was marvelous. 

A new emblem of victory, that the fakirs 
brought along and sold in large numbers, 
was a large pasteboard rooster to fit over 
the head, and other fakirs sold large num- 
bers of rattles that made noise enough to 
waken the dead. Troops of young Mc- 
Kinley men crowned with roosters, twirling 
rattles and blowing fish horns at the same 
time, marched up and down near the end of 
Park Row, where there was more walking 
room. ‘ : . 

A picture of a tramp silverite with his 
pockets turned inside out was thrown upon 
a screen, and immediately half a score of 
voices asked, ‘* What’s the matter with 
Bryan?” A 

‘He's in the soup,” roared several hun- 
dreds, in reply. 

The Government Still Lives. 

When the words of Garfield: “ God reigns, 
and the Government at Washington still 
lives,” was thrown on one of THE TIMES'S 
screens, a mighty cheer rose up from 
thousands, and when the announcement on 
another screen said that McKinley had been 
triumphantly elected, there were cries of 
“What's the matter with McKinley?” 
“He's all right,” was the response by 
thousands. 

About 11 o’clock a gentleman who had 
almost fainted was brought into THE TImMEs 
Building. His face was quite white, and his 
eyes had almost a glassy expression, while 
his pulse was very weak. Some of his 
friends hurried out for stimulants, and 
after a little while he revived and felt bet- 
ter. He was Dr. A. W. Billing of Brook- 
lyn, who had been working very hard of 
late. He hadjhis friends said, overworked 
himself and had hardly taken any rest. 





BROADWAY WAS JAMMED. 


Both Candidates Had Plenty of Ad- 
suirers in the Throngs. 


An immense throng, wildly enthusiastic, 
in which were many women, paraded up and 
down Broadway from Twenty-third to 
Forty-second Street all last evening, yelling 
and shouting for Bryan and Sewell and Mc- 
Kinley and Hobart. The latter enthusiasts 
were in the majority, and every time a 
bulletin was displayed announcing a gain 
for McKinley the cheers and tooting of 
horns were something that can only be 
imagined, Several wagons from which horns 
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were sold were scattered about the streets, 
and the vendors did a thriving business. 
The Fifth Avenue Hotel, the Hoffman 
House, and the Imperial and Bartholdi 
Hotels were jammed all evening. In the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel every mention of Mc- 
Kinley’s hame was greeted with uproarious 
shouts, while at the Hoffman, the Bryan- 
ites were just as enthusiastic over their 
candidate, . 





THD TIMES BULLETIN CHEERED. 


Its Announcements at Madison Square 
Hailed with Delight. 


Madison Square was the concentrating 
point for an exulting, yelling, svereaching, 
screaming mass of humanity long before 8 
o’clock, intent on seeing the bulletins of 
Tur New-YoRK TimEs. It began to gather 
by 6 o'clock, coming from uptown, down- 
town, and the-cross streets. At first it 
crowded the sidewalks in front of the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel and thé borders of the park. 
Locomotion became impeded, but good na- 
ture prevailed. 

Soon THE Times began to give the news, 
at first interspersed with pictures of the 
candidates, the White House, and other in- 
teresting features. The crowd looked on 
deeply interested, but undemonstrative. 

The news up to 8 o’clock was too meagre 
to base any certain calculations upon, yet it 
seemed mostly in favor of McKinley, and 
as bulletin after bulletin came to view, the 
excitement grew. 

Occasionally modest cheers were heard 
from separate groups, but the enthueiasm 
was pent up, ready to burst its bonds when 
some great definite statement was made. 

In the meantime the crowd grew in num- 
bers. It overlapped the sidewalks and ex- 
tended out upon the paved street like a 
quickly rising tide. Every minute it spread 
further and further toward the centre from 
either side, until it met at the cable tracks. 
It grew thicker and heavier until it became 
almost an impassable barrier and the cars 
could only make their way through with the 
utmost difficulty and the aid of the police, 
while carriages were simply turned back by 
the guardians of the peace and told to find 
othey ways to their destinations. 

Great Enthusiasm Manifested. 


As the crowd grew in size, the enthusi- 
asm Increased in intensity. The. inevitable 
tin horns played an incessant and ear-split- 
ting tune. It was the smail boy’s oppor- 
tunity to make himself heard, and he made 
the most of it. 

But no one lost his patience or temper. 
Even the women—and there were thousands 
of them i the crush—took the pushing 
aud shoving and endured the noise without 
the faintest murmur. They, too, read the 
bulletins with as deep an interest as their 
maie companions, and commented upon 
them with feminine disingenuousness. 

A Little Woman’s Inquisitiveness. 

‘Oh, John,”’ piped a pretty little blonde on 
the car track, ‘is that good for McKin- 
ley?’’ 

** Why, of course it is,’’ was the response; 
‘that means he’s carried New-York City 
by 20,000.”’ 

**Oh, I'm so tickled,’’ was the responsive 
ejaculation. * But, John, will that be enoug 
he elect him if Brooklyn should go against 
1im? ”’ 

** Brooklyn be hanged—’’but a cable car 
caused the crowd to sever, and John and 
Se little blonde were lost in the 
rush, 

The first wild enthusiastic shout, the first 
spontaneous cry of joy that broke from 
the great multitude, was when THE TIMES 
announced that McKinley had carried Chi- 
cago by a rousing majority. The scene for 
a moment was pandemoniac. 


National Honor Sustained. 


McKinley’s picture was then thrown on 
the canvas, and another wild cheer broke 
loose. From this time on it was almost 
continuous, for each succeeding bulletin 
added to the certainty of a sweeping vic- 
tory—a tidal wave in favor of sound money 
and National honor. 

The announcement that McKinley had un- 
doubtedly carried the City of New-York by 
fully 25,000 majority caused a sudden silence 
of the multitude. It was only for a mo- 
ment, while it gathered itself for one su- 
preme outburst of joy. This was followed 
by vollies of cheers until the news that 
Michigan had given 30,000 majority for Mc- 
Kinley and New-Jersey 35,000 the same 
way. Then the vollies became mighty 
broadsides that+ couid be heard from Jer- 
sey’s shore to Brooklyn Heights. 

After the presentation of the picture of 
McKinley on Tue TIMES canvas, the Herald 
illuminated a picture of Bryan gn its bulle- 
tin, which was almosi side by side with 
that of THE TIMEs, but it was received with 
a derisive laugh. It was not a Bryan 
crowd, and not a cry in his favor could be 
heard from that happy multitude. 


Enthusiasm Reigns Supreme, 


As the hours advanced the excitement 
grew apace,” The different bulletins from 
Oregon, Kentucky, Tennessee, New-Jersey, 
Virginia, as they were exhibited from time 
to time were causes for wayes of enthu- 
siasm, and as the crowd increased toward 
10 o’clock, and the people from uptown and 
from the theatres joined the throng, the en- 
thusiasm swelled into an exultant paean. 
New-York was simply McKinley mad. 

Madison Square at 10 o’clock was a truly 
wonderful sight. It was massed with a 
swaying, excited multitude, filling every 
available space, with narrow avenues 
through them which marked the paths of 
the occasional street cars, and which were 
utilized by those who wanted to navigate 
toward the four corners of the compass via 
Broadway or Twenty-third Street. 





BULLETINS AT THE WHITE HOUSE 


President Cleveland Greatly Pleased 
at the Result. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—While forest 
flames circulated around the President’s 
suburban residence at Woodley to-night, 
taxing the resources of the City Fire De- 
partment to an unusual extent, the Presi- 
dent and his personal and Cabinet family 
sat in the private apartments at the White 
House and received the news of the election, 
But for the accidents of storm and fire, the 
President and Mrs. CleveJand would proba- 
bly have been at Woodley. But the dilapi- 
dation occasioned by the tornado of Sept. 
29 had hardiy been repaired before another 
source of danger arose in the shape of fire 
in the woods back of the house, resulting 
from the long drought, which was subdued 
with difficulty yesterday, and broke out 
again with renewed energy to-day. 

In the Cabinet group, keeping company 
with Mrs. Cleveland, were Mrs. Carlisle and 
Mrs. Olney. Postmaster General Wilson 


“was there, just returned from West Vir- 


ginia; Secretary Lamont, fresh from New- 
York, and there were also present Secretary 
Olney, who had not gone away to vote, and 
Secretary Morton, who was the “ devil's 
advocate”’ of the gathering, predicting until 
the returns began to come in with increas- 
ing unanimity. Before that Secretary Mor- 
ton had practically conceded Ohio to Bryan, 
and had emphatically classed Delaware and 
his own State of Nebraska in the doubtful 
column. As he remarked, his pessimism 
stuck by him “ with melancholy firmness.”

his firm conviction that the sound, common 
sense of the American people would assert 
itself in the election returns.

tions were most favorable. By 7 o'clock 
reports were received by long-distance tele- 
phone from Chicago, indicating that Mc- 
Kinley and Hobart would carry that city 
by 50,000 plurality, insuring the Electoral 
vote of Illinois. 

The rooms of the committee were 
crowded. J. H. Manley of Maine was in 
charge, and with him were Committeeman 
N. B. Scott of West Virginia, Gen. Powell 
Clayton, Treasurer Cornelius N. Bliss, and 
Secretary William McKinley Osborne. 

A number of prominent Republicans were 
present, among whom were Mayor Strong, 
Cc. P. Huntington, C. C. Shayne, Henry W. 
Cannon, Gen. Horace Porter, Samuel Fes- 
senden of Connecticut; Capt. Jack Crawford, 
Murat Halstead, J. Pierpont Morgan, 
George Bliss, Andrew Carnegie, Charles 
Stewart Smith, D. O. Mills, Gen. T. H. 
Hubbard, Gen. Anson G. McCook and Mrs. 
M. A. Hanna, R. T. Wilson, the Misses 
Manley, F. 8S. Gibbs, Edward Lauterbach, 
Mrs. Fred Grant, the Misses Ruth and 
Mary Hanna, Mrs. Clarence W. Meade, Mr, 
and Mre. Whitelaw Reid, J. W. Plunkitt, 
Boston, 

The headquarters were connected by tele- 
graph and telephone wires with the head- 
quarters at Chicago, and with the leading 
cities of the States which were considered 
in doubt. Several men were kept busy 
reading out returns. By 8 o’clock Mr. Man- 
ley telegraphed Major McKinley that he was 
already sure of 280 Klectoral votes. At the 
same time Secretary Osborne telegraphed 
him that he had carried New-York by 25t),- 
000 plurality, Maryland by 10,000, West Vir- 
ginia by 25,000, lowa by 80,000, and Ten- 
nessee by 20,000, 

Committeeman Scott telegraphed to Major 
McKinley, as follows: 

‘“*For more than eight years I have looked 
forward to the great pleasure of being abie 
to send you a telegram of congratulation 
upon your election as President of the 
United States. I have that pleasure now. 
Accept my congratulations and the Electoral 
vote of West Virginia.” 

Congratulatory telegrams were also sent 
to Mr. Hobart. 

A supper was served on the tenth floor 
of the building at 10 o’clock. Mr. Manley 
was seated at the head of the table with 
Mayor Strong, and Mrs. Hanna on his right. 
Plates were set for 200. The repast was 
served by the Proprietors of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel. Several speeches were made. 





AT STATE HEADQUARTERS, 


Thomas C, Platt Expresses His Pleas- 
ure Over the Result. 


The Republican State Headquarters, at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel, were thoroughly 
equipped for receiving the news. Parlor 
D. R. was well supplied with telegraphic 
paraphernalia, there being seven different 
wires. From early in the evening the room 
was packed with people anxious to get the 
first news of the election. It was with 
great difficulty that the crowd could be 
suppressed from giving vent to cheers when 
the bulletins were read. Those who could 
not obtain seats stood in the dense throng 
until after midnight, in order that they 
might retire well assured of Mr. McKinley’s 
election, 

The news from New-York City was not 
as favorable at first as was expected, but 
the fact that Mr. McKinley had carried the 
city by a comfortable plurality seemed to 
satisfy the multitude. As ‘the returns were 
received and read they were sent to the 
room of Chairman of the State Committee 
Charles W. Hackett. 

Only a iimited number of’ guests were 
permitted the use of this quiet sanctum. 
Among the tew in the room were T. C. 
Platt, Ellis H. Roberts, and Frank Platt, 
son of the ex-Senator. A telephone con- 
nection had been made with the Republican 
National Headquarters, and as soon as news 
was received there it was immediately tele- 
phoned over. In addition to this a special 
wire was rur into Mr. Hackett’s room. 

As the bulletins were read Mr. Platt 
would indicate whether or not it was as he 
had anticipated. The result in New-York 
City did not surprise him, and just before 
the returns began coming in it was suggest- 
ed by a number of gentlemen to make a 
pool of a dollar each on the plurality in the 
city. Mr. Platt “ chipped in,’’ and named 
25,000. The others were far in excess of 
this estimate. Mr. Hackett had planned 
that the plurality in the city would be*more 
than 75,000, and Mr. Platt suggested that 
the State Chairman was a bad guesser. 

When it had been ascertained that Coney 
Island had given a good majority for the 
Republican ticket, Mr. Platt laughingly re- 
marked that it was due to the residence 
there of himself and Mr. Hackett during 
the Summer months, “ Especially so,” he 
added, ‘‘as McKane is in jail.’ 

At 9 o’clock, when the result was no 
longer in doubt, Mr. Platt left headquarters 
to send a number of telegrams. He said he 
was well pleased with the result. When 
asked who he thought would comprise Mr. 
McKinley’s Cabinet he replied that he 
would not attempt to speculate on such an 
important matter, 

Other than this, he refused to discuss the 
result, saying that he was not yet prepared 
to speak about it. He added: ‘“‘ Look into 
the dictionary and get all the ‘ hosanna’ 
words and sign my name to it.”’ 

Later in the evening Mr. Platt consented 
to talk to a reporter for Tue New-Yorx 
Times. He said: 

“This is the greatest Nationa! victory 
achieved since the rebellion. More vital 
interests were involved than in any other 
elections of recent date. I have never had 
any fear of the final result, for I believed 
the American peopte too patriotic to allow 
themselves to be duped by any such fanat- 
ical scheme as the one promulgated by the 
Chicago Convention. The indications at 
this time are that Mr. McKinley’s election 
will be so overwhelming as to forever crush 
any other attempt of a similar nature, 

“The Chicago platform was objectionable 
to true Americans from many standpoints, 
and I do not believe these features will be 
presented again. The result indicated by 
the returns shows conclusively how the peo- 
ple feel on the subject. Tne greatest good 
accomplished by this election will be the 
breaking up of the solid South. This has 
been a menace to the entire country for 
many years, and now new fields will be 
opened up for the progressive people of the 
East to seek prosperity. 

“The South is a good country, rich both 
in agricultural] and mineral resources, but 
she has been her worst enemy in the po- 
litical autocracy she has exercised for so 
many years, I believe that the result of 
this election will make us all a happier 
people, and it will not be long before the en- 
tire country will be enjoying a degree of 
prosperity not known by them for many 
years.” 





IN THE TENDERLOIN, 
Gay Time by Those Who Celebrated 
the Big Victory. 

If applied to last night’s celebration in the 
Tenderloin district, the word carnival would 
be inadequate to convey the least idea of 
its gayety. It was an open-air thanksgiy- 
ing of thousands upon thousands of citizens 
welcoming a new era of prosperity. 

On that part of Broadway between Twen- 
ty-third and Thirty-fourth’ Streets there 
was & continuous stream of all sorts and 
conditions of people, who contributed to 





the thunderous din of tin horns, shouts, 
and various mechanisms for making noise. 

Effigies of Bryan were carried at the head 
of several sound-money organizations which 
paraded on Broadway and adjacent streets. 
The effigies were composed of a mixed as- 
sortment of sawdust bags and old clothes, 
labeled with the words ‘“ Boy Orator Bryan 
in the Soup.’”’ They became the mark of 
decayed vegetables and frappéd tin horns. 
The police did not interfere. 


Bonfires Kept Blaziag. 


Within a stone’s throw of the Thirtieth 
Street Police Station several bonfires were 
kept biazing, contrary to the city ordi- 
nance. 

Bands of paraders joined hands and 
danced around the fires after the style of 


the aborigines, singing a mixture of Na- 
tional airs and a McKinley song composed 
to the air of the ‘‘ New Bully.” Capt. Chap- 
man, who was reading. returns in the sta- 
tion house, saw the giare of the fires and 
heard the singing, and—kept on reading. 

Two thousand people took part with the 
Sound Money League in a parade and 
marched up Broadway behind two brass 
bands. The parade gathered in force as it 
went along, and by the time it reached 
Herald Square fully twice the original num- 
ber were in line shouting and blowing 
horns and otherwise acting like people for 
the time being demented. The lobbies of 
the Broadway hotels were crowded with 
excited and jubilant McKinley shouters, 
who included hundreds of college and school 
boys, who became so boisterous that the po- 
lice had to interfere.

M’KINLEY. 


His Plurality Will Probably Be Nearly 
100,000, 


CHICAGO, IIL, Noy. 3.—William McKin- 
ley has carried Illinois by about 100,000 
plurality, and John R. Tanner, for Goy- 
ernor, has buried Altgeld and his hosts by 
a vote almost as large, 

These indications are based upon returns 
from Chicago and from scattering returns 
from outside the city. Tanner is running 
ahead of his ticket, but somewhat behind 
McKinley. 

The vote in Chicago with one district miss- 
ing is, McKinley, 192,856; Bryan, 139,639; 
Palmer, 1,795; Levering, 1,374. McKinley’s 
plurality, 53,226. 

Five hundred and fifty precincts outside 
Cook County give McKinley, 120,597; Bryan, 
82,508; Palmer, 1,064. These precincts, in 
1892, gave Harrison, 97,750; Cleveland, 
94,291, 

Tanner vote in 460 precincts in Cook 
County is 85,705; Altgeld, 70,805. Outside of 
Cook County give Tanner, 90,971; Altgeld, 
64,519, 

Returns received at midnight indicate an 
overwhelming slump of the people in favor 
of Republican candidates. The farmers 
were true to themselves and true to hon- 
est government. Counties where the Popu- 
lists expected and confidently. predicted the 
most votes show decreased Populist ma- 
jorities. Egypt, instead of swinging the 
20,000 majority that ‘‘ Buck” Hinrichsen 
promised, gives promise of reversing the 
figures. Hidebound Populist counties like 
Franklin, Wabash, St. Clair, and Marion 
show inconsequential gains on the unoffi- 
cial estimates, 

The magniiic2nt work of the sound-money 
Democrats is shown in the result. Take 
counties like Adams, where the Populist 
element suffered a loss of 500 in majority; 
Sangamon, where a Democratic majority 
of 17,000 was turned to a Republican ma- 
jority of 500; De Witt, Macon, Kane, and 
every county in the ptate ail show the 
energy and activity and votes of honest, 
true blue Democrats, who refused to enter 
the Populist camp ali along, with Bryan 
and Altgeid and ‘rillman., 

Cook County’s majority of 53,000 will 
be nearly equaled by the 10b counties 
outside of Cook. McKinley’s plurality will 
be in the neighborhood of 100,000 to 110,000, 
with Tanner close behind him. Returns 
from many remote counties and precincts 
are slow in arriving, but enough is known 
at this writing to indicate the overwhelm- 
ing character of the victory for honest 
money. 

Capt. John R. Tanner, the Governor-elect, 
arrived at the Republican Headquarters at 
the Great Northern Hotel from his home in 
Louisville, and was immediately congratu- 
lated as the next Governor of Illinois. He 
Said: ‘*‘ McKinley and I have carried the 
State by considerably over 100,000 major- 
ity.’’ 

It was the most sweeping victory ever 
witnessed in Illinois. The majorities 
claimed by the silver men have simply van- 
ished into thin air, having had no basis ex- 
cept in the imagination of the Bryan lead- 
ers. The utter rottenness of their organiza- 
tion was such that the defeat of their can- 
didates was plain before the polle closed. 
Their ticket was not in it atany stage of 
the fight, and the common people went to 
the poils for McKiniey. So did the Palmer 
vote. 

The labor vote in all the large cities was 
against Bryan, even the town of Pullman 
giving McKinley 400 majority. 

Eighteen out of twenty-two districts have 
in all probability been carried in Illinois by 
the Republicans. Chicago’s delegation will 
be solidly Republican. Later returns con- 
firm the election of Hugh Belknap (Rep.) 
over Clarence §S. Darrow (fusion) in the 
Third. Hinrichsen, the fusion candidate in 
the Sixteenth, has carried Hardin County 
by 350 plurality and Jersey County by 900 
plurality, running but a few votes behind 
Bryan. 

The indications at midnight point to the 
re-election of Congressman B. F, Marsh 
in the Fifteenth. A dispatch from Oquaw- 
ka says he carried the county by 600 ma- 
jority. James A. Connolly (Rep.) will carry 
his district, the Seventeenth, by a _ sub- 
stantial plurality. Thomas M. Jett, (Dem.,) 
in the Eighteenth, has defeated Congress- 
man W. F. L. Hadley, carrying Shelby- 
ville and the county by 1,200 plurality. 
Vespuchia Warner, in the Thirteenth, is 
elected by about 10,000 majority, and Joseph 
J. Cannon, (Rep.,) in the Twelfth, will be 
returned to Congress by an increased ma- 
jority. 

A dispatch from Shawneetown indicates 
that J. R. Campbell, (Dem.,) has carried the 
county by 600 plurality. George W. Smith, 
(Rep.,) carried Mound City and the county 
by’ 800 plurality. As yet nothing has been 
heard from either the Nineteenth or the 
Twentieth, where Benson Wood and Or- 
lando Burrell are the Republican nominees. 

At 10 o’clock H. C. Payne sent the fol- 
lowing dispatch to Major McKinley and 
Garret A. Hobart: ‘The great Central 
West vies with the East in showing its 
detestation of the doctrines of the Chicago 
Convention, of Bryanism, Altgeldism, and 
Tillmanism. We are rejoicing at the over- 
whelming overthrow of these malcontents, 
and we will hear no more of their voices 
over the land to raise discontent. Our peo- 
ple have shown that they are capable of 
self-government and have repudiated these 
demagogues in no uncertain terms. We 
have now this great victory _by citizens, re- 
gardless of previous party affiliations, which 
will be accepted and which will be realized 
by this magnificent victory,” 





MAJOR McKINLEY AT HOME. 
Surrounded by Friends, He Receives 
News of the Victory. 
CANTON, Ohio, Nov. 3.—Major McKinley 
received returns in various parts of the 
house. Early in the evening he sat in his 
study, where he heard the news of his 
election. After dinner he moved Into the 
dining room and sat in an armchair near 
the head of the table, which had been con- 
verted into a desk for the filing of returns. 
Major McKinley heard the news with his 
usual calm demeanor. He sat quietly while 
the first news of the great battle came in, 

and smoked his after-dinner cigar. 

He became interested as the news be- 
came more copious and definite, and kept 
up a running comment on the subjects of 
the report. Major McKinley is uncommon- 
ly well informed in practical politics, and 
carries in his mind the results for several 
years back in all important States. His 


study was given over to the newspaper 
correspondents, and the rcturns were read 
aloud to them, after they had been scanned 
by the Major. Around the long table, at 
the end of which Major McKinley sat, 
were Judge Day, Judge Baldwin, Charles 
Miller, Dr. Manchester, Major MeKinley’s 
pastor, and the correspondents of the press 
associations. 

When a United Associated Presses bulletin 
announced that The New-York Journal had 
conceded the election of McKinley, a cheer 
swept through the house, and his usually 
pallid face was slightly flushed. His friends 
crowded about him and pressed upon him 
their congratulations, but Major McKinley 
refused to take anything for granted, and 
said he would not assume he was elected 





until the actual returns warrented tt. He 
declined to let telegrams of congratulation 
be sent out by the newspapers, until he felt 
absolutely certain of his election, for the 
reason that he did not want the senders of 
the congratulatory messages to fail embar- 
rassed in case he happened to be defeated. 

At midnight the bells sounded the assem- 
bly, three bends hastened io the public 
square, and in ten minutes there were as- 
sembled thousands of jubilant people, who 
united in singing *' Praise God, froin Whom 
all blessings fiow.’’ 

Mrs. McKinley, who had been confined to 
her bed for a week, sat up to-night for the 
first time. She had a dozen indies with her. 
Mother McKinley, Miss Hesca MoK:aley, 
Miss Mabel McKinley, Mrs. Heury C. Hot- 
stand, Mrs. W. N. Day, Mis. George E. 
Fresse, and Miss Eva Philiins were agzong 
the ladies who heard the news with Mrs. 
McKinley. Little Mary Colby, a child of 
unusual talent as an entertainer and a niece 
of Mrs. Hoistand’s, Mts. Mci<inley’s nearest 
friend, sang, played, recited, and danced at 
various times during the evening for Mrs. 
McKinley and her guests. Major McKinley 
went from time to time, indeed with a great 
deal of frequency, into the drawing room to 
chat for a moment with his wife and mother 
and the other ladies. 

Major McKinley did not seem to take 
much interest in giaringly plemature con- 
gratulations. 

“Very good; very good,’ said Major Me- 
Kinley when the declaration of the Repub- 
lican State Central Committee of Illinols 
was read, announcing a sweeping victory 
in the State and the defeat of Altgeld. 

Major McKinley received the following 
from New-York about 11 o’clock to-night: 

“At 9 o’clock, from returns already re- 
ceived, I feei warranted in extending my 
heartiest congratulations on your triumph- 
ant election to the Presidency of the United 
States. My State ratifies the verdict by 
giving you a plurality of at least 250,000.

JOHN SHERMAN’S COMMENTS. 








The Senator Expresses His Opinions 
to The Times. 


MANSFIELD, Ohio, Nov. 3.—Ths tele- 
grams thus far received indicate the tri- 
umphant election of MeKinley. As yet we 
have returns only from cities where the free 
coinage of silver meets the strongest oppo- 
sition, When we hear from the farming 
districts the returns may show different re- 
sults, yet the full discussion of the silver 
question within three days has tended to 
satisfy farmers,that they will not be bene- 
fited by cheap dollars. 

This, I think, will be apparent by the vote 
in the farming counties in Ohio. I sincerely 
hope that the election will settle forever 
@ question that in my opinion threatened 
the honor and good faith of the United 
States more than any other since the close 
of the civil war. Confidently assuming, 
as I do, the election of McKinley, I hope the 
present gold standard will be maintained 


with the largest use of silver that can be 
maintained at parity with gold. 

This settled, we ought promptly to make 
such changes in our tariff and revenue laws 
ag will yield a sufficient supply of money to 
meet current expenses of the Government, 
and a sufficient surrlus to pay outstanding 
bonds within a few years and to sufficiently 
and impartially protect American industries. 

I regard the election of McKinley as a 
fortunate event, which I trust will break 
down sectional lines and secure our country 
from the folly. danger, and disgrace of sil-

FRANCE AWAITING THE RESULT. 


Comments of Some of the Paris Pa- 
pers on the Election. 

PARIS, Nov. 3.—The Temps, in its issue 
this morning, devotes a leading editorial to 
the Presidential election in the United 
States, in which it says. ‘‘ When the sun 
sets to-day the Great Hepublic will have 
decided one of the gravest controversies 
that have agitated that country since the 
foundation of the Government, and the 
e1ectors will have pronounced between two 
racically opposed tendencies—one contain- 
ing the normal development of the States 
and the other impelling the country toward 
unknown horizons. Briefly, as between Mc- 
Kinley and Bryan, the solution is simply a 
status quo or revolution. It is the first time 
in America, and perhaps the first time in 


the world, that a like contest has been en- 
gaged in upon questions lying upon the 
oundations of social order, with the issue 
pending upon a singJe throw of the dice.” 

The Matin says: ‘‘ Europeans expect noth- 
ing from tke triumph of one candidate or 
the other. With Bryan we are exposed to 
the consequences of free trade, and with 
McKinley we are confronted with tariff re- 
strictions.’ 

The Figaro says: ‘‘ The triumph of the 
silverites evil mean that European holders 
®of American securities will receive for their 
coupons paper based upon silver worth in 
money only 50 per cent. of what they should 
receive, and America will expropriate from 
all of her creditors one-half of their hold-

Congressman Charles H. Grosvenor of 
Ohio, who has been one of Mr. McKinley’s 
warmest friends and supporters, is reported 
to be probably designated for Attorney Gen- 
eral.

VOTES OF PROMINENT MEN 





MAJOR McKINLEY WALKED TO 
THE POLLING PLACE. 





Cast His Vote Without Any Display— 
Mr. Bryan Went to His Home 
From Omaha and Was Compelied 
to Swear in His Vote—The Enthu- 
siasm of Admirers Induced the 
Candidate to Make a Final Speech 
of Thanks. 


CANTON, Ohio, Nov. 3.—Major McKinley 
voted at 9 o’clock. He was accompanied to 
the polling place by his brother, Abner. 
They walked from the Major’s home to 
Precinct B, in the First Ward, and the can- 
didate’s vote was registered as No. 230. Quite 
a number of voters were around the polling 
place when Major McKinley entered the 
booth. There was no demonstration of any 
character, and the candidate, after casting 
his vote, walked immediately to the home 
of his mother. 

Major McKinley and his brother then 
drove back to the candidate’s Market Street 
residence, where Major McKinley spent the 
day quietly receiving callers. He was in 
excellent health and spirits. He expressed 
himself as being very. much pleased that 
the weather was so generally fair through- 
out the country, and declared that he ex- 
pected a very large vote would be polled 
everywhere. The candidate was confident of 
success. Telegrams of the most encourag~ 
ing nature poured into the McKinley resi- 


dence over the special wires, and there 
Were repeated calls for Major McKinley 
ever the long-distance telephones, His 


friends were already beginning to congrat- 
ulate him. 

Mrs. McKinley was very much improved 
this morning, and is hopeful. 

The Young Men’s Sound-Money Club start- 
ed out at 6 o’clock this morning, headed by 
the Grand Army Band, to make a tour of 
al the precincts of the city. They escorted 
their members to their respective voting 
places, and were joined by large numbers of 
Republicans everywhere, until the parade 
assumed large proportions. After all the 
members had voted, the club marched to 
the candidate’s home and serenaded him. 
No speeches were made. 





BRYAN SWEARS IN HIS VOTE. 


Took Advantage of a Chance to Make 
a Fine Speech. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Nov. 3.—As William J. 
Brycn sat in the public dining room of the 
Paxton House, Omaha, this morning, eat- 
ing his breakfast in company with Mrs. 
Bryan, he did not look like a man with an 
anxious mind. He slept well last night 
after the fatigues of his final day of cam- 
paigning, and was up at 7 o’clock. His 
breakfast was of the heartiest; his appear- 
ance bright and vigorous. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bryan drove in a carriage 
from the Paxton through chill, damp at- 
mosphere, suggestive of snow, to the Union 
Station, where the candidate bought tickets 
for Mrs. Bryan and himself, shook hands 
with a few people who recognized him, and 
went aboard the Burlington train, leaving 
Omaha for Lincoln at 8:30 o’clock. Mrs. 
Bryan carried a box of flowers, presented at 
one of the meetings last night, while the 
candidate bore a bundle of souvenirs. They 
took seats in the regular chair car of the 
train. 

No incidents occurred on the journey to 
Lincoln, which was reached at 10:15 o’clock. 
A brass band played “‘ Home, Sweet Home,” 
at the Lincoln station as the candidate 
stepped from the ‘train, and the members 
of the Traveling Men’s Silver Club and the 
Bryan Home Guards cheered lustily as he 
passed through the double line they had 
formed, The band started ahead, piping a 
lively air, the organization formed a guard 
of honor around Mr. Bryan’s carriage, and 
in this order he was escorted to the City 
Clerk’s office to swear in his vote. 

The swearing-in process took a moment 
only, and Mr. Bryan, after getting his 
certificate, took his place in the procession 
again. Mrs. Bryan had gone home in the 
carriage taken at the Burlington station, 
and the candidate rode to the polling place 


in a fashionable trap to the air of “ Just 
Tell Them That You Saw Me,” played by 
the band. 

The voting place for Precinct F of the 
Fifth Ward was in a fire engine house on 
IF Street, near Fourteenth. Mr. Bryan en- 
tered it through the double line of those 
who took part in the parade, and, after 
having his registration certificate inspected, 
went into one of the uncurtained booths. 
A few minutes after 11 o’clock he came out 
with two folded slips of paper in his hand, 


and waited patiently until the status of 
two elderly voters could be ascertained. 
The Rev. Mr. Howe, the chaplain of the 


State Penitentiary, was Judge of Election 
there. 

** William J. Bryan votes two,” he called 
out to the clerks. This meant that Mr. 
Bryan voted on proposed Constitutional 
amendments as well as for the National 
Blectors and the State ticket. He voted 
the straight Democratic and People’s Inde- 
pendent ticket, the designation given the 
Democratic silver and Populist combina- 
tion by the State courts. Just as he was 
depositing his ballots, one of the Republican 
challengers called on the people present, 
about fifty in number, to uncover out of 
respect to Mr. Bryan. Everybody bared his 
head, and, when word was passed to those 
outside that this had been done, they, too, 
took off their hats. Again, under escort of 
the band and the clubs, Mr. Bryan was 
taken to his house, on D Street. The crowd 
cheered as he ascended the steps of the 
dwelling, and. turning to the gathering, the 
candidate made a little speech of thanks. 

“Ladies and gentlemen,” he said, “I 
have now done all that I can to insure suc- 
cess in the campaign, and for me there is 
nothing left but to await the returns. I 
want to thank the good friends who have 
been so kind and courteous in my leaving 
and my returning, that, whatever may be 
the result of this campaign, I shall al- 
ways be able to say that my neighbors 
who agreed with me in political convictions 
did everything in their power to secure 
success at this election.’ 

“*T ask you now to manifest your further 
interest by giving so much of the remainder 
of this day as you can to getting the vote 
out and seeing to it that every one under- 
stands the form of ballot, so that no mis- 
takes will be made.

THE EMPEROR’S BIRTHDAY. 


Patriotic Japanese Celebrate Mutsu 
Hito’s Anniversary. 


Patriotic Japanese of this city cele- 
brated yesterday the forty-fourth anni- 
versary of the birth of Mutsu Hito, Em- 
peror of Japan. The present Emperor, who 
has witnessed the peaceful revolution by 
which his country freed itself from feudal- 


-ism and became modern and free, was born 


in 1852, and has been on the throne for 
twenty-nine years. 

There was no public demonstration by 
the Japanese, but prominent members of 
the colony in this city were entertained 
at a banquet by the new Consul, Sadazuchi 
Uchida, who arrived here on Monday, at 
the headquarters of the Japanese Club, 227 
West Twenty-fifth Street. The banquet 
lasted from 8 to 6 in the afternoon. Among 
the more prominent guests were Mr. 
Morimura, the merchant of 539 Broadway; 
Yasukata Murai, a member of the firm of 
Morimura Brothers; K. Nagasaki, of the 
Yokohama Specie Bank; Zenjuro Hori- 
koski, merchant, of 51 Greene Street, and 
Yesabro Wooyeno, merchant, of 540 Broad- 
way. 

The clubhouse and banquet hall were 
decorated with the Japanese flag, a red sun 
in a white field, and draped with strings of 
the national colors. 

Mr. Uchida said that among Japanese the 
birthday of the Emperor is called ‘ Ten- 
cho-setsu,”’ and the Emperor is never called 
the Mikado, which was an old title, not 
used for several generations, but is known 
as “ Tenno Hei-ka,’”’ which means his Im- 
perial Majesty. ‘‘ Tenno’”’ is Emperor. 

For three years, Mr. Uchida said, he was 
Consul of his Government in Seoul, the 
capital of Corea. He saw Marshal Yama- 
gata march his conquering army through 
the capital on his way to the decisive vic- 
tory of Ping Yang, witnessed the siege of 
the Corean palace, and, indeed, the entire 
war from beginning to end. 

His predecessor here arrived in Yoko- 
hama the day he left on his new mission 
in New-York. 

“Is the modernizing process still going 
on in Japan?’’ he was asked. 

“Japan,” he replied, “is almost thor- 
oughly Europeanized. All the men, who are 
among the advanced classes, dress in 
Huropean costume, and have as modern 
views of life as the most progressive peo- 
ple of any covntry. The women, however,” 

e said, ‘“‘still wear the old dress of the 
days of the Daimios.”’ 

“ How about their progress?’ 

“They are advancing, too,’’ although he 
Was not very emphatic. , 

Mr. Uchida speaks English well, having 
learned it at the Imperial University of 
Tokio. He said that they are now teaching 
all boys destined for public life English, 
Srencn, German, and Russian. 





PRESIDENT CAPEN’S DEBTS. 


No Assets to Meet Liabilities of More 
than $65,000. 


BOSTON, Nov. 3.—President Elmer L. 
Capen of Tufts College yesterday filed a 
schedule of his liabilities and assets in the 
Middlesex Insolvency Court, at East Cam- 
bridge. . 

President Capen was a voluntary petition- 
er in insolvency a week ago. According to 
the schedule filed, there are no assets what- 
ever. He owes $65,531, the indebtedness be- 
ing largely due to his indorsement of notes,

Three Republicans Arrested in Psi gh- 
keepsie Yesterday.

Farm Hands Relieved of Valuables 
and Thrown Off the Cars. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Nov. 3.—A most daring 
train robbery at about 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing on the Great Northern Road near Ano- 
ka was reported to Superintendent of Police 
Smith about 10 o’clock this forenoon by 
several of the victims, whose appearance in- 
dicates rough treatment.

The President Has Made Several Ad- 
ditions to It. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—The President 
has issued an executive order directing 
that the regulations of the Navy Depart- 
ment governing the employment of labor 
at navy yards should not be changed with- 
out the approval of the Civil Service Com- 
mission. He has also placed the Ordnance 
Department at large in the classified serv- 
ice under the civil service rules. This adds

He was educated at Poland Academy and Allegheny College. He went to the front with the Twenty-third Ohio Volunteers 
in 1861, and fought in the West Virginia and Shenandoah campaign, rising from the ranks to Captain, and being brevet- 
ted Major by President Lincoln for gallant service in the field. 

He served on the staffs of Gens, Hayes, Crook, Hancock, and Carroll, and was mustered out with his regiment in 
July, 1865. He then studied law, being admitted to the bar in 1867, when he settled at Canton. He was elected Prose- 
cuting Attorney of Stark County in 1869. He was elected to Congress in 1876, 1878, 1880, 1882, 1884, 1886, and 1888, .but 
was defeated in 1890. He was elected Governor of Ohio in 1891, and again in 1893.

The Boston Man Who Heard the Clock 
Strike Six. 


From The Boston Transcript. 
A man who wished to make sure that an 
ailing child in a bed in an adjoining room 


* kept covered through the night, and who / 
| before he went to sleep. himself made a 


mental memorandum to the effect that he 
must not sleep without waking more than 
an hour or two, really fell into a very sound 
slumber. But in the midst of it he was 
awakened by apparently hearing the bell of 
the town clock not far away strike 6 o’clock 
—all the strokes ‘falling clearly—one, two, 
three, four, five, six. Now, this man is ac- 
customed to rise every morning at 6 o’clock, 
and seldom sleeps past that hour; it has 
long been for him the end of the night 
and the beginning of the day. As he heard 
the strokes, naturally he had the impres- 
sion that he had slept all night, and had 
neglected the child. He got up quickly, and 
was surprised to find that the darkness 
was intense; and, on striking a light and 
consulting his watch he was astonished to 
find not only that he had not slept more 
than two hours, but that no bell had struck 
—that it was between the hours, so that he 
could not have heard the clock strike some 
other hour and mistaken it for six. There 
was, it should be mentioned, no striking 
clock in the house, nor any within hearin 
except the town clock, which he suppos 
he had heard, but had not, 

Now this seems to be a clear case of the 
operation of some sort of won! f in the 
man’s mind, whereby he»was roused by the 
premature occurrence of the sensation of a 
summons that was sure to awake him under 
ordinary circumstances. That the man was 
sound asleep was proved by the fact that 
he might easily have heard the bell strike 
eleven and twelve, for the window wag open 
and soon afterward, being now awake, he 
heard it strike 1 o’clock loudly; but he 
heard nothing of the noisy striking of these 
hours.

The ringing of no hour but 
6 ever roused him under ordinary cir- 
cumstances; ‘*‘ therefore,’”’ said his unsleep- 
ing sub-consciousness, “‘I will ring in 6 
o’clock on him, and see if that will make 
him get up and cover the baby.”

Scarce Two Years Old, They Make a 
Perilous Journey. 


Seattle Letter to The San Francisco Call. 

Born within the borders of a land owned 
by the United States, and yet farther. away 
from the centre of their own country civil- 
ization than any other child or children, is 
the distinction which will follow Joseph 
and Bernard Day through life. They are 
two-year-old twins and arrived in this city 
on the steamer Willapa direct from Alaska, 
and with the aid of their father, they made, 
in order to reach Juneau and make con- 
nections with the Willapa, a trip of many 
days, coming from the Yukon mining dis- 
trict and crossing the grand but dangerous 
summit by the Chilcat Pass. Others many 
years their seniors have attempted to make 
the same trip and were never heard of 
again; but the babes are alive and well, 
and, while they cannot talk, they hope to 
some day be able to discuss the trip as it 
comes to them from the lips of their father, 
U. Day. 

U. Day is a miner. He is a big, fine-look- 
ing man, and for -years before he decided to 
go to Alaska he worked in the silver mines 
of the Hast. He was experienced in his 
business, and when he made a trip to Alas- 
ka four years ago and took a look at the 
country he made up his mind that he would 
come back to the United States and get his 
wife, a bride of a few months, and return 
to the land of gold. He came back, and bis 
wife, who was at that time, living with 
some well-to-do relatives in a suburb of 
Minneapolis, Minn., consented to return with 
him to Alaska. She was not very strong, 
but had plenty of nerve, and in the Spring, 
with her husband, she reached the Yukon 
mining district in safety. ' 

Her coming was a great event among the 
miners. But one or two women had ever 
been among them, and those had held aloof 
from the common miners, Mrs. Day took 
an interest in them and endeavored to bring 
happiness to their lives. 

Just two years ago she gave birth to twin 
boys. They were big and healthy, and had 
eyes that were black as coal and cheeks 
as red as apples. The exact date of their 
birth was Oct. 13, 1894, and the place Six- 
ty-Mile Creek. Never did the coming of any 
one, not even of the hardy men who carry 
the mail, create such a fervor in the Yukon 
district. Miners who came down recentl 
s1v that for three months after the birth 
of the twins Mr. and Mrs. Day recwived 
presents from miners fear away who heard 
of the new arrivals. They were the first 
children ever born in the Yukon district, 
and they were petted and caressed and hu- 
more’l as though they were the children of 
some great King 

On June 3, this year, Mrs. Day, who had 
not been well sinze the birth of the chil- 
dren, died, and there was general movurn- 
ing in the camp. 

Everybody wondered wrat would become 
of the twins. Day told his friends that in 
the Fall he would take them to the United 
States and place them with their mother’s 
relatives at Minneapolis The miners laughed 
at him, and said that it would te impossible 
for him to make the trip until the babies 
were old enough to walk. 

Two months ago Day decided to leave the 
Yukon with his little ones. The miners 
generally were of the opinion that it would 
mean death for the children end prcbably 
for the father if he undertook the trip. 
Day was determined. He said that to keep 
the children at Sixty-Mile would mean a 
life of ignorance and suffering. So early 
in July Day started for Junsau with the 
prides of the Yukon. Before his departure 
old and hardened miners shed tears and 
prayed for the safety of the children. 
Day said that if they died he would die with 
them. 

They were dressed in clothes of heavy 
woolen cloth, and, strange as it may 
seem, made the trip the greater rt of 
the way strapped on the shoulders of 
their father. He carried them similarly 
to the way Indian women pack their pa- 
pooses about. They were a great burden, 
when the length of the trip is taken into 
consideration and the further fact that 
Day thad a pack of provisions and blank- 
ets to carry with him. Day states that at 
times the weather was cold, and when his 
babies would not even cry he would think 
that probably they were benumbed by the 
cold, Then he would take a peep at them, 
and they would either be laughing or 
sleeping. Once he says they amused them- 
selves all day long playing with ‘his long 
‘halir. 

When night came on and he was ready 
to rest, Day would remove the children 
from his back and they would sleep in his 
arms. 

“ Not once did they ever so much as cry,” 
says Day. 

‘The trip across the summit of the Chil- 
cat pass was the most severe of all, but 
the little ones stood it all right though 
Day says they must have suffered some, 
because he did himself. Several times, in 
crossing the summit Day, weak with the 
long trip and the heavy burden, slipped, 
and but for the precious ones on my back, 


he says he believes he would have given 
up, sunk down, and rished. Their coo- 
ing, he says, arous him and he would 
struggle on.

BIG TURTLE CAUGHT DOWN EAST 


A Maine Fisherman Makes an Excit- 
ing Capture in a Dory. 


From The Fortland (Me.) Argus, Oct. 31. 

A monster sea turtle, weighing 362 pounds, 
was the most interesting object to be found 
on the water front yesterday. Turtles are 
very rarely found in Northern waters, and 
how this one managed to stray so far away 
from home is a mystery.’ 

He is evidently an old fellow, for his 
shell is deeply seamed and in places igs cov- 
ered with barnacles, He has also done con- 
siderable fighting in his day, for one of his 
flippers is badly demoralized, and there is 
also a good-sized piece of shell missing 
from his beak. 

The circumstances attending the capture 
of this marine monster were exciting, as 
he strenuously resisted the efforts to make 
him a captive and fought desperately. 

Early yesterday morning John Pettingill, 
who lives at Cliff Island, put off in a dory 
to pull’some lobster pots. While he was 
thus engaged his attention was attracted 
by a large black object a short distance 
away, which was slowly moving through 
the water. Mr. Pettingill could not imagine 
what it was, but decided to investigate. 

The turtie evidently was hard of hearing 
and was easy to approach. When the dory 
was near enough, Mr. Pettingill poked an 
oar at him to see if he was feeling lively. 


The turtle promptly showed that he was 
for he seized the blade in his beak an 
crushed it into bits, after which he disap- 
peared below the surface. 

Mr. Pettingill waited for him to rise, and 

then determined to make an attempt to 
capture him. He made a slip noose in a 
strong rope and, stealthily approaching the 
turtle, managed to slide it over one of his 
flippers. 
The next thing was to turn him over on 
his back, but this proved to be far from an 
easy task, A struggle ensued for some min- 
utes between the man and the turtle, in 
the course of which the turtle bit a large 
chunk out of the rail of the dory. At last 
he became exhausted, and Mr. Pettingill 
succeeded in turning him over, and he then 
towed him ashore :

MAKING CENTS OF ALUMINIUM. 


Tests at the Mint to See if It Is Prac- 
ticable. 


From The Philadelphia Record. 

In the short period that will elapse before 
Congress convenes again in December a 
series of interesting experiments in coinage 
will-be conducted at the Mint in this city. 
Metals and alloys heretofore untried for the 
purpose, will be tested and stamped into 
token coins. Their availability as substi- 
tutes for the alloys of which the minor coins 
—nickels and cents—are now made will be 
ascertained and samples submitted to Con- 
gress. 

Of all the countless possible alloys to be 
obtained from copper, tin, nickel, and alum- 
inium in different combinations, perhaps 
fifteen or twenty may be found fairly 
eatisfactory. It is possible that one or two 
of these may advantageously be brought 
into use for general coinage. No fault has 
been found with the present one-cent and 
five-cent pieces. The experiments are mere- 
ly ordered to keep in touch with the times 
and to gain a knowledge of resources. The 
Philadelphia Mint, while having no regular 
experimental department, is well equipped 
to make the tests, 

Aluminium, which has never yet found a 
place in the currency of any nation, is to 
be worked up into trial coins. It is also to 
be given a chance in new alloys. Aluminium 
is a metal of which but little has been 
known until recently, and it has been found 
useful in so many ways that a popular idea 
prevails that it would be good for coins, 
Chief among its advantages would be its 
very light weight. Cents made of it could 
readily be distinguished from coins of the 
same size by this remarkable lightness 
alone. 

Dr. D. K. Tuttle, the chief refiner at the 
Mint, who knows all about the properties 
of metals, is somewhat skeptical, however, 
as to whether aluminium will come out of 
the proposed tests with flying colors. It is 
extremely difficult to anneal, and when heat- 
ed will suddenly run like butter instead of 
becoming plastic. There would be trouble 
in rolling it into the long strips from which 
disks are cut preparatory to stamping. Of 
course, it can be worked, but not with suf- 
ficient ease and rapidity to make it practica- 
ble for coining on a large scale. . 

Pure nickel has recently been colned in 
Switzerland, but it has been found just as 
difficult to handle as aluminium, though for 
a different reason. Such great heat is nec- 
essary to bring it into condition for coin- 
ing that the operation is slow and expen- 
sive. While pure nickel coins might satis- 
factorily be made in the mints of Switzer- 
land, it does not follow that the same would 
be true at the Philadelphia mint, which is 
called upon to turn out fifty times as many 
5-cent pieces as the mints of that country, 
and could not spare the time to work over 


them. 

The 5-cent coin now in use contains enly 
25 per cent. of nickel, the remaining 75 per 
cent. being of copper. Nickel, more than 
any other metal, has the property of giving 
its color to an allox. Even an alloy of 90 
per cent, of copper a.id 10 per cent. of nick- 
el will be nearly white. he advantage of 
using a greater proportion of nickel in the 
5-cent piece is therefore not apparent, es- 
pecially as more than 25 per cent. of it 
makes the alloy refractory. 

The experiments at the mint will include 
different combinations of nickel, copper, 
and zinc, forming the alloys known under 
the head of German silver; copper and tin, 
which produce bronze; aluminium and cop- 
per, which make aluminium bronze. German 
silver has been used for coins by one of 
the small South American States, and 

roved fairly adapted for the purpose. 

ronze is commonly used for coins of small 
value. It is doubtful if aluminium bronze 
in any form will be found acceptable, as 
it is hard to work and has a yellow, brassy 
appearance, resembling gold, which is to 
be avoided in all coins of small denomina- 
tion. -

ECCENTRICITIES IN WILLS. 


Provisions Made by 


Milwaukee Testators. 


Some Curious 


From The Milwaukee (Wis.) Sentinel. 

Among the 16,000 estates that have been 
acted upon by the Milwaukee County Court, 
perhaps. there has: net been one more sin- 
gular than the will in which the testator 
unconsciously chronicled a “bull.” After 
leaving the bulk of his property sensibly 
enough, he separated a piece of real estate 
from the rest with the expressed object of 
paying a political debt with it. The piece 
of property he left first to A, in case of A’s 
survival. Should he die before the testator, 
the piece went to B, and if he should not 
survive, to C. ‘In case,”’ said the testator, 
“‘that I should die intestate, then the piece 
of property shall go to my legal heirs.” 

A deserted wife, whose will was probated 
and settled some twenty years ago in the 
Milwaukee court, declares in the preamble 
that her husband had deserted her, and in- 
cludes in the document this remarkable 
provision: “I hereby order that when I 
am deceased a monument and four car- 
riages do follow my funeral.” A wealthy 
Second Ward man refused to. have a lawyer 
to draw his will, and dictated it to a ten- 
year-old girly It was written on a small 
sheet of note paper in careful, round, shad- 
ed letters, and specified all the real property 
in the estate by metes and bounds, even 
a lot in a graveyard. The document was 
badly mixed, but it was settled duly. 

The will of an Oak Creek farmer is'a 
marvel of spelling and grammar, and it was 
60 involved that it was never admitted to 
probate, but the estate was handled as 
though the owner had died intestate. It 
provided that the widow ‘schal own and 
controle the real esteate and my pirsinal 
propperty as long as she livs. After herr 
death it belongs to ouer childran and be 
aqualety devided to them. Considering 
the uncertainty of this mortal life and be- 
ing of sound mind and memry (blessed be 
Almighty God for the same) do make this 
my last will and testament (that is to say) 
First i give and bequeath unto my beloved 
wife the above-named propperty.’’ The will 
broke off short there, with the attestation 
of the property which he desired to be- 
queath. 

A will representative of the class where 
the testators desire to extend their notions 
of life into the obsequies, provides, after dl- 
viding a $25,000 estate in an unexceptionable 
way, that he be not carried to the ceme- 
tery in a hearse or “show wagon,” but in 
a lumber wagon. The simple words which 
xplain the request are eloquent: ‘‘I have 
ived simple,” he says, ‘“‘ without show, 
and wish to be buried simple.’’ 

A marked change in the wills filed of late 
years has been their increased: legibility. 
Not one in 100 is drawn up without the aid 
of a lawyer, and most of them of the last 
decade are typewritten. Cremation clauses 
in wills are becoming frequent. No objec- 
tion is made to this method of disposing 
of the dead of late years, although it is a 
matter of history that about thirty-eight 
years ago a crowd of citizens prevented 
the cremation of the body of the wife of a 
resident of this city, notwithstanding that 
she had made her will directing that it be 
done. Some years ago a document was 
found on the body of a suicide which was 
his will. He had shot himself through the 
head with a 42-calibre revolver. He asked 
that experts should experiment with his 
body with electricity before he was buried, 
to prevent his being buried alive. 

A large proportion of the wills of hus- 
bands make a distinction in the provision 
for the widows if they marry again. Most 
of these give her dower rights only in case 
of a re-marriage, while a few cut the 
widow off altogether in such a case. 

The proportion of the wills that are set 
aside to the number of contested wills is 
very small. Incompetency and undue influ- 
ence are the stock allegations, and it is 
hard to prove them. The courts hold that 
it- does not require a brilliant intellect to 
make 4 valid will, and the law is held to 
be satisfied if the testator knows how 
much property he has, who he wants to 
leave it to, and how he wants to divide 
it among the heirs. Occasionally a will is 
s0 eccentric that it is set aside because of 
its incongruity. A case like this was the 
will of a cynical old man in a Western 
town, who died recently, and in his will 
to any man in 
the town who could prove that he was a 
Christian; and then a definition of a Chris- 
tian was given which would exclude any 
man who had ever lived on earth. In this 
case the court promptly set aside the will 
and gave the property to the legal heirs. 





Beer Is Not Adualterated in England. 


From The London Times. 

Dr. G. Harris Morris, consulting chemist 
to the Country Brewers’ Society, gave evi- 
dence at the second day’s sitting of the De- 
partmental Committee appointed by the 
Treasury to inquire into the subject of beer 
materials. He stated that, speaking gener- 
ally, he knew of no brewing materials in use 
by brewers which he considered to be dele- 
terious. No single item as used by brewers 
was deleterious, and, so far as malt substi- 
tutes were concerned, the material in use 
by brewers introduced no ingredients into 
beer which were not introduced by barley 
malt. He did not agree with those who said 
that maize, malt, saccharine, and other malt 
substitutes did not contain the impor- 
tant nitrogenous and mineral constitu- 
ents, or contained them in only small 
quantities, so that beer brewed from 
these substitutes ‘“‘ would not keep sound 
for more than a few days.” His ex- 
perience, and that of brewers generally, was 
directly opposite to that. Speaking in gen- 
eral terms, one of the chief objects in using 
these substitutes was to increase the sta- 
bility of the beer. One of the objects with 
which foreign barley malt or substitutes 
were used was to dilute those nitrogenous 
matters which were contained in English 
barley malt, He believed that if a brewer 
were compelled to discontinue the use of 
sugar he would have to increase the ount 
of foreign matérial which he used, There 
was no doubt in his mind that brewers us- 
ing large proportions of foreign barley malt 
were enabled to dispense with malt substi- 
tutes or to use only small quantities of 
them. A brewer chose reiatively posse 
: ts of foreign malts on the one han 
sey relatively, large amounts of substitutes 
on the other, according to the _taste pre- 
yailing among his customers. With regard 
to hop substitutes, so far as his fourteen 
ears’ experience went, he knew of none be- 
ng used. He did not know that Colombo 
root was used by brewers in 1882, when hops 
were dear; he had never come across camo- 
mile in brewing operations or quassia, al- 
though his work took him to all sorts of 
breweries in the country. He had a 
had any complaints made to him officially 
as to the quality of beer or suggestions 
made that it was manufactured from im- 

bstances. 
mn me districts beer was drunk within 
a week of its. manufacture; in others . - 
would keep a fortnight or three weeks, n 
the case of @ ales—the “‘ stock ales, os 
they are called—the period of storage might 
extend to six months. Bad beer could : 
traced to bad materials, and, as a rule, 
was beers that were made from all malt 
that showed the defects most frequently. 
The taste for -light_beers was spreading 
among all classes. He regarae? as imprac- 
ticable the scheme for calling beer ’”’ only 
that which was brewed from malt and hops. 
He did not know that out of the 8,874 brew- 
ers at present existing 4,893 had been re- 
turned as using only malt and hops. Mr. 
John Steele, Chief Inspector of Inland Reve- 
nue and Excisté, was examined. He stated 
that in brewing 42 pounds weight of malt 
or corn of any description and 28 pounds 
of sugar were deemed the equivalent of.a 
bushel of malt, and a brewer was expected 
to produce 18 lons of beer of a vity 
of BB degrees from each bushel, ‘or the 
year ended Sept. 30, , 55,389, bushels 
of malt and corn and 2,274,148 hundred- 
weight of sugar were used in brewing. The 
beer duty cluding license duty, raised on 
that was 1027.451. There were 8,874 brew- 
ers who brewed for sale, and of these 4,893 
were returned as hav us malt and 
hops only. There were 5,843 brewers re- 
turned as not usi hop substitutes, but 
hops having been cheep during the 
few years, there was nothing to ned 
by using substitutes. The proportion to 
malt of sugar used in England was higher 
than in Scotland or Ireland. There were 
767 brewers returned as using saccharum, 
16 who used syrup glucose only, and 72 who 
used syrup of s m, saccharum syrup. 
Glucose was 65uU made from  starch— 
chiefly sago starch. In reply to Prof. Odling, 
witness said that no action would be taken 
against the use of hop substitutes that were 
not injurious to health. The board would 
not interfere with the use of quassija, but it 
would with the use of cocculus indicus, 
cause the latter was poisonous.

CHINA SENDING COAL HERE. 


Entering into Competition in Supply- 
ing the Pacifie Const. 


From The San Francisco Chronicle. 

China has thrown down the gauntlet to 
the big coal miners of the Pacific coast, 
and to those of the United States, for that 
matter. The American ‘bark Colorado, 
which arrived in port Aug. 27, brought a 
mixed sample cargo of anthracite and man- 
ufactured coal, mined and made in the Ton- 
quin district. It was consigned to a coal- 
dealing firm of this city, which promises to 
push the Chinese fuel on the coast market 
at prices greatly below those which Penn- 
sylvania and Welsh coals of the same char- 
acter are now bringing. Examining experts 
have pronounced the Tonquin coal bed al- 
most inexhaustible. Thé Chinese article is 
in the market to stay, it is said, at least as 
long as present tariff conditions exist. 

So far as the trade on this coast is con- 
cerned, the new coal threatens to deliver 
the same body-blow to Welsh anthracite 
that the latter did to the New South Wales 
coal some years ago, or that the New South 
Wales coal previously delivered to the bitu- 
minous coal of this coast. 

Tonquin, since the Tonquin war, has been 
under the control of the French, and it is 
French capital that is now developing its 
mines, but the land is still populated by 
the Chinese, as before, and it is the cheap 
Chinese labor that is employed in the mines; 
hence the extremely low cost of production, 
which enables the French owners of the 
Tonquin mines to undersell the coal pro- 
ducers of other countries, where labor is 
better paid. The amount of Chinese coal 
brought by the bark Colorado was not 
great, but heavy cargo after cargo will be- 
gin to come as soon as it is coaxed by de- 
mand. 

The coal from the Orient is said to be of 
the finest quality, fully equal to the best 
Pennsylvania or Welsh coal. A clean range 
grade of the Pennsylvania and Welsh an- 
thracite for house use is now selling at 
about $13 a ton, and the Tonquin coal of 
the same grade can be sold at a good profit 
at $9 a ton, while Tonquin anthracite steam 
coal will be sold at least $1 a ton under the 
price which Welsh coal of that grade is 
now bringing. The use of anthracite for 
steam purposes is increasing at.a rapid rate 
on this coast, many large piants using it ex- 
clusively. : 

The manufactured coal, which Is also be- 
ing imported, is something entirely new to 
this coast. It is made by the Chinese na- 
tives from coal dust. The lumps resemble 
in shape an egg. The coal dust is mixed 
with a pitchy substance an compressed 
— that form. The inflammable cement 
adds combustion, and the coal is said to

‘FOUGHT MOORISH PIRATES. 


Spanish Authovities Rescued the 


Crew of a French Vessel, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—United States 
Consul General Burke, at Tangier, Moroc- 
co, reports to the State Department in his 
dispatch of the 15th ult. that another act 
of piracy was committed by the Moors off 
the Riffian coast Oct. 8. A French sailing 
vessel was attacked by about 100 Rifflans 
in small boats about twenty miles off Cape 
Bouch, or Cape Babazan. 

As soon as the attack became known on 
Shore the Spanish Governor of Alhucemas 
and some of the Spanish colony at once set 
out in the little steamer Seville. They 
captured three of the pirates’ boats, which 
were on the point of pushing off for the 
shore with prisoners and plunder. The 
Spaniards boarded the French vessel, which 
Was in possession of the pirates, and after 
a severe struggle rescued the Captain and 
a member of the crew. 

The Spaniards are reported to have one 
man killed and four or five severely wound- 
ed, some of whom have since been reported 
as dead. It is also reported that some of 
the Frenchmen have died from _ their 
wounds.

ELECTION IN THIS CITY 


BIG VOTE CAST EARLY AMID 
PEACEFUL SURROUNDINGS. 





Weather Being Perfect, a Larger Per- 
centage of Voters than Usual 
Went to the Polls—In Many of 
the Congressional Districts the 
Efforts to Elect Congressmen Sup- 
planted the Interest in the Presi- 
dential Ticket. 


It was a marvel of a day for ballot-cast- 
ing. Dawn ushered in weather that was 
ideal. The air was benign, neither too 
warm nor too.cool for agreeable walking 
or car-riding; there was enough of a breeze 


to. exhilarate. No better natural auxillary 
to the full exercise of the franchise in 
pleasant circumstances could have been 
wished. 

Voters appreciated the boon of clear skies, 
sunshine, and clement temperature, and it 
is no exaggeration to say that at 8 o'clock 
one-eighth of the ballots had been voted, 
leaving nine hours for voting the other 
seyen-eighths. These were the hours when 
the voting population is usually about, and 
the expedition with which voting by the 
Australian ballot can be accomplished was 
evident at 10 A. M. Then, with few ex- 
ceptions, about one-third of the votes had 
been cast at the 1,392 polling places in 
New-York County and the annexed dis- 
trict. 

The Boards of Election officers praised 
the system of-voting unstintingly. In the 
case of the better educated of the voters, 
who did not vote split tickets—and reports 
are that such were exceptions that were 
rare—the average time required for a voter 
to hand in his voted ballots after receiving 
them was fifteen seconds. Some were even 
more expeditious, as in going into the booth 
the voter unfolded his ballots so that all 
he had to do was to make two crosses, fold 
the ballots as he came out, and hand them 
to the officer for deposit. 

Keen judges of how elections go had no 
hesitation in saying that the vote on the 
constitutional amendment relating to camp 
sites in the Adirondacks was voted against 
by all classes of voters, no matter what 
their political faith. 

Early Voters Qut. 


As to the early voting, the officers of 
election were astonished when their boards 
‘were organized to see the number of voters 
who had come to vote at such an early hour. 
They expected many whose callings require 
them to go to work betimes, but waiting in 
line with the laborer and the artisan were 
Wall Street men, persons in such easy cir- 
cumstances that their vote could have been 
deposited hours later without their risking 
criticism of their interest in the issues of 
the day; tradesmen, collegians, men-about- 
town, and clerks and scholars. At every 
polling place the first man to vote appeared 
to be the object of envy to those who fol- 
lowed. Indeed, many who could have voted 


later said that they were out of bed an 
hour before the polls opened, hoping to get 
first place in the line. : 

There was little, if any, electioneering at 
these early hours, and none during the day 
within the one-hundred-foot limit. About 
every polling place this new sign was ex- 
hibited:

Police Duty Perfunctory. 


Generally the police had to do perfunctory 
duty. If there was a marked characteristic 
of the day it was the universal order that 
prevailed everywhere with the disposition 
to do everything to preserve order. There 
was very much less of surreptitious tippling 
than is usual on election day, and there 
did not appear to be a disposition on the 
part of publicans to attract customers. 
Indeed, the majority of the saloons had on 
their entry doors announcements of opening 


at5 P. M., and there was absence of crowds 
about doubtful places for dispensing excise 
refreshments that tell of evasion of law 
inside. 

The quiet of the streets all over the city 
before 11 A. M. was marked. In spite of the 
legal holiday people appeared to have sober- 
ly resolved to attend to citizen duty before 
promenading. There was an absence of in- 
signia of personal choice, conviction, or in- 
tention, such as badges and flowers, while 
the banners set out tor Flag Day had not 
been taken in. As an Inspector of Ilection 
said: ‘“‘The voters came into my place 
quietly, as if they were entering a church. 
I have served’ as an election oflicer several 
times, but never saw so much business in 
men’s faces and acts in a polling place.” 

As to the humor of the voters after depos- 
iting their ballots, it was sedate. There was 
no exhibition of exuberance anywhere, while 
there was, as a rule, such universal com- 
placency and quiet satisfaction over the 

erformance of the solemn duty that, facial- 
y, it was not possible to determine who 
Was an advocate of McKinley or Bryan. In 
strictly Republican districts and in resi- 
dential neighborhoods there were greetings 
and discussion in small knots of the mo- 
mentous and portentous issue of the day, 
but there were no serious faces. An 
abidance with confidence in the result was 
the rule, so far as physiognomy revealed 
sentiment. 


Bureau of Election’s Work, 


The machinery of the Bureau of Elections 
worked smoothly, and the boards of elec- 
tion officers gave little trouble to the chief, 
Gen. T. F. Rodenbough, and his staff. The 
police had been admirably organized for the 
duties of the day, but, as events showed, 
they were needed in few districts. But for 
the Tammany Hall strongholds and a few 
rough quarters, it is not too much to say 
that yesterday’s election would have passed 
without the need of a single policeman, be- 
cause of the dominating sentiment that 
for neither side would disorder avail ought, 
and that success depended an the best of 
good citizenship. 


Early at Polling Piaces, 


Reporters for THE NEw-YorK Times 
watched the progress of the vote in various 
quarters of the city. Old election officers in 
the Seventeenth and Nineteenth Assem- 
bly Districts said they had never gscen 
such an early rush to vote. Before 
the polls opened the crowds were lined 
up waiting, and from that time until 
noon there was a steady effort to vote. 
In the majority of the polling places over 
half tre total registered vote of the pre- 
cincts was in by 11 o'clock. The banner 
precinct in these districts is claimed to be 
the Twenty-ninth of the Nineteenth Assem- 
bly District. Out of a registry of 298, 261 
had voted by 11:30 o’clock A. M. This is 
former Mayor Grant’s votin lace. He 
voted at 11:35 o’clock. It too im but a 
minute and a half to fix his ticket. 

In the Thirtieth Election District of the 
Seventeenth Assembly District 130 votes 
out of 195 had been cast before noon. 

The police reported everything quiet and 
orderly. Capt. Sheehan of the Twenty-sec- 
ond Precinct went around to all the polling 
pieces early and said there had been no 

isturbance whatsoever in his precinct. 


Central Park West Section. 

In the upper middle section of the city 
west of Central Park, the early vote was 
the largest ever recorded. It seemed to 
be the laudable desire of the great mass 


of voters to cast their ballots soon after. 


the opening of the polls, so as to avoid 
the rush which might come later in the 
day. The result was, there were not enough 
registered voters left in many districts at 
moon to make a crowd later in the day. 
This was especially the case throughout 
the Twenty-first Assembly District. 

In the Thirty-seventh Election District 
of that Assembly district there were 274 
registered, but by 11:20 o’clock 188 had 
voted. The entire vote of the district last 
year was 108. 

In the Thirty-second Electicn District, out 
ef @ total registration of 207, there had 





boon, 187 vetes -gaee ky: Sige wae tS 
the Thirty-first District, out of 511 regis- 
tered names, 404 had voted by 11:30 o’clock 
A. M. In the Twenty-ninth District, 241 
votes, out of a registration of 338, had been 
cast at 11:40 o'clock. In the Twenty-sev- 
enth District, 105 votes, out of 152 regis- 
tered, was the total before noon, and in 
the Twentieth District 259 votes, out of a 
registration of 881, were cast before the 
noon hour. 


In the Ninth Congressional District. 


Voters in the Ninth Congressional Dis- 
trict, the battlefield of Messrs. Campbell 
and Bradley, were out early and consumed 
very little time in preparing their ballots. 
This was taken as a good sign by both 
political parties. 

Early in the afternoon the Republicans 
were claiming the district for McKinley. 
They said the Hebrew element, which is 
very large there, was working for sound 
money almost to a man. In addition to 
this it was claimed that many Irish voters 
down around the Hook had turned against 
their former leaders and joined the Repub- 
lican column. They argued this from the 
fact that the voters in going to the polis 
refused to listen to Tammany workers, who 
endeavored to speak with them. 

At the Oriental Club, on Grand Street, 
Timothy J. Campbell's headquarters, at 3 
o'clock in the afternoon men who had 
been through the district said Campbell’s 
probable majerity would be 3,000. 

Thomas J. gna the Tammany candi- 
date, visited the polling places in a coupé 
drawn by two horses. e claimed to be 
assured of his election. Campbell partisans 
pointed to Bradley’s method of conveyance 
and said their candidate wanted nothing 
like that, he walked and talked to the 
people. At 3:30 P. M. about 85 per cent. of 
the registered vote had been polled. 


Interest in Election Preparations, 


Not within the recollection of the old 
inhabitant who skated on the Collect 
Pond, where the Tombs now stands, has 
there been so much interest down town 
in the newspaper preparations for serving 
up election returns. As early as 10 o’clock 
A. M. crowds gathered in the City Hall 
Park, and watched every move of the car- 
penters and workmen who were construct- 


ing the scaffolds and stretching the sheets 
upon which the stereopticon ures were 
to be cast. 

During the early afternoon fully 5,000 
people were in and about Park Row and 
City Hall Park, indolently watching for 
something exciting to occur, and incident- 
ally buying diminutive afternoon newspa- 
pers that naively announced in big, black 
letters that everything was quiet. 

The Park police were as interested as was 
any one, and newsboys for once enjoyed 
ing games of “craps” without molesta- 
tion. 

Dr. Parkhurst was one of those who 
walked leisurely along Park Row early in 
the afternoon. and peered curiously at the 
big newspaper canvases. 

Dealers in goldbugs, photographs of Mc- 
Kinley and of Bryan, big gol pier maché 
dollars, silver papier-maché dollars, and 
Napoleonic hats did a thriving trade, and 
flower vendors who had yellow chrysanthe- 
mums found no difficulty in disposing of 
them at sentimental prices. 


Chrysanthemums Displace Buttons. 


It is the first campaign in which it has 
been possible to express one’s sentiments 
prettily with an attractive boutonniére, and 
within the last week of the fight yellow 
chrysanthemums have driven the unsightly 


buttons from the lapels of the coats of most 
men of good taste. 

In Park Row, near Chatham Square, a 
great sign, clumsily painted, proclaimed 
the following: 

Come In! 

All Who Wish to Earn a Living. 

Photographs of McKinley; 

Photographs of Bryan, 

80 Cents a Hundred. 

A Week's Pay to be Made 

In One Day. 


That accounted for the great number of 
hawkers in that particular line. Similar in- 
ducements were offered to bug dealers. 


Tammany Down Town. 


The familiar sign near the election booths, 
“Friends of Tammany Hall will meet 
here,”’ was not to be found this year in the 
down-town districts of the city. When the 
secret-ballot system of voting was first in- 
troduced in the city the Republicans and 
Democrats did not stop their usual custom 
of having a little company of “ workers ”’ 


ready to advise voters, though they could 
not hand out ballots, but things are differ- 
ent now. 

In the lower part of the city there were 
very few ‘‘ workers.” It was the quietest 
election ever known, and the vote was in 
earlier than veteran politiclans even 
dreamed of. 

At the booths at Albany and Greenwich 
Streets, where 264 men were registered, all 
but twenty had voted by 2 o’clock, At the 
booth on Barclay Street, just below West 
Broadway, out of 240 registered over 200 had 
voted at the Same hour. The same ratio 
prevailed below Chambers Street at the 
election districts. Late in the afternoon the 
Election Inspectors and ballot clerks had 
nothing to do, and sat with their heels 
cocked up on the tables waiting for some 
voter to appear. 

The police had practically nothing to do. 
There were few fights and no rows that 
called for any assistance. Soon after the 
polls opened there were lively times in re- 
celving the votes, but the work of the In- 
spectors was nearly over at noon. 


McClellan’s Spirited Contest. 


The Congressional contest in the Twelfth 
District between George B. McClellan and 
Charles Hess proved a most spirited one. 
The Interest in it overshadowed that of the 
Presidential fight, so far as the district was 
concerned. It was generally agreed that the 
result of the fight was very doubtful, with 
the chances favorable to McClellan. It was 
well known that McClelian would be 
scratched by many silver Democrats, partic- 
ularly on the east side of the district, be- 
cause he had not indorsed the Chicago plat- 
form, while Hess would be scratched by 
many anti-Platt Republicans in the Twenty- 
fifth Assembly District. It was also known 
that the old soldier vote would be largely 
cast for McClellan. 

Col. McCiellan had his headquarters at the 
Annawanda Club, at Twentieth Street and 
Second Avenue. He put in an appearance 
early in the morning and remained about 
most of the day. The reports showed that 
an unusual vote had been polled early, and, 
as far as could be learned, there was but 
littie scratching. Over half the vote in the 
majority of the precincts had been polled 
at 10 o’clock. From the reports received 
from the Tammany leaders, Col. McClellan 
expressed himgelf as confident of winning 
by over 1,000 majority. He figured that the 
loss he sustained upon the east side would 
be made up by Lat aga poe votes in the 
Twenty-fifth Assembly District. 


Charlies Hess’s Hard Work. 


Charles Hess made his headquarters at 
the Gilsey House. He spent most of his 
time among the workingmen upon the eas? 
side. According to the reports hé received 
in the early afternoon the Republicans 
would gain 30 per cent. in the Eighteenth 
and Twentieth Assembly Districts. 

Commissioner Jacob Hess had charge of 
his brother’s interests in the Twenty-fifth 
Assembly District, and worked like a beaver, 
all day. Most of his time was spent upon 
Broadway. As a result of his efforts, the 
Commissioner was sure that ‘he had in- 
duced a larger number of Democrats to 
vote for his brother. When the polls 
closed, Mr. Hess was very confident that 
he had been elected. 

Dr, Miller, the Populist candidate, was 
little heard of during the fight, although 
po circulated among the voters on the east 
side. 


In the Fourtecnth District. 


The Fourteenth Congressional District 
was unusually quiet, but every effort was 
made by the Republican and Democratic 
candidates for Congress’ to bring out a full 
vote. 

The registration in that district was oyer 
63,000, and it was expected that less than 
5 per cent. would fail to cast their ballots. 

Charles V. Fornes,. the nominee of the 
Sound-Money Democracy, it was said, 
would not poll a very heavy vote, but any 
number which he received over 1,500 votes, 
the strength of the movement in the dis- 
trict, could be attributed to the attack made 
by L. E. Quigg on President Cleveland in 
a campaign circular. Portions of this cir- 
cular, containing the unwarranted attack 
on the President, were printed and spread 
throughout the district. 

At the Pomeroy Hotel, Mr. Fornes’s head- 

uarters, the candidate failed to appear 

uring the afternoon. It was said that he 
had qone to his home, and from that point 
would receive the returns. They were first 
to be sent to each Assembly District head- 

uarters and from there to Mr. Fornes, at 
the southwest corner of Highty-sixth Street 
and West End Avenue. 


In the Eleventh District. 
‘Voting was generally quiet and orderly in 
the Eleventh Congressional District, al- 





though there were a few arrests of floaters 
and intoxicated men who started fights. 

In most of the election districts the great” 
majority of the votes were cast early in 
the day, and the voting was done with 
much celerity, which indicated that straight 
tickets were being cast by both Republicans 
and Democrats. A good many remained 
from thirty seconds to oné minute in the 
booths, and some remained about three 
minutes. At 103 Avenue A, the Inspectors 
said the voting was so rapid there that they 
could easily have handled 1,000 voters. 

Very few voters entered the polling places 
with badges or any emblems indicating 
what ticket they would cast. It was ru- 
mored that men with political badges would 
not be allowed to vote, but even in the 
strongest Tammany Hall districts, where 
no one would have interfered with Bryan 
voters, the general absence of buttons and 
emblems was noticeable. 


Tammany Money Used. 


It was charged by the Republican workers 
that Tammany Hall or the Popocratic Na- 
tional Committee had thrown a great deal 
of money into this district, in which Sulzer 
and Eidman were making a close race. The 
Popocrats had appropriated $75 to each 
election district, and in a few election dis- 
tricts they had as many as twenty workers, 
at $5 a day, while all that the Republicans 
had was $80 for each election district. 

The Popocrats were also said to have 
bought up a good many votes. One of the 
Republican workers in Tenth Street, be- 
tween First and Second Avenues, was told 
that a certain man had sold his vote to the 
Popocrats for $2, and in the district at 87 
Third Street, it was said that nearly thirty 
men were holding out until late in the aft- 
ernoon, waiting for the highest bidder. 
Some o f them said that if they could not 
get their price they would not vote at all. 


Socialists Vote Their Ticket. 


The Socialists were said to have made 
many gains in the Sixteenth Assembly 
District at the expense of the Democrats, 
although Tammany workers claimed that 
many of these, while voting the Socialist 
National ticket, voted for Sulzer. Republic- 
an workers, however, insisted that the So- 
cialists voted their straight ticket from top 
to bottom. 

In the Tenth Assembly District Republican 
workers were very sanguine, and claimed it 
early in the afternoon: Ex-Judge Botty 
said that from all reports of the workers 
McKinley and Eidman would have a large 
majority there, and that J. Sullivan, the 
Republican candidate for the Assembly, 
would surely win, as he was very popular 
with the young element. 

The ‘Republican workers in Fifth Street, 
between First and Second Avenues, said 
they knew that there had been a heavy Re- 

ublican vote there. One house alone, 412 
Pitth Street, had given five Republican 
votes, another house, 416 Fifth Street, had 
given three, and the house at 90 First Ave- 
nue had given eight, straight Republican 
votes. 


Republican Workers Outnumbered. 


In the Fourteenth Assembly District, 
Tammany workers were very numerous, 
and greatly outnumbered the Republican 
ones, and, although the Tammany men 
claimed the majority of the votes cast, they 
could not substantiate their claims, as most 
of the votes were cast early in the day, and 
very few of the voters indicated how they 
had voted. 

At 202 First Avenue the Republican work- 
ers complained that Frank J. Drummond, 
the Republican leader in the Fourteenth 
Assembly District, had late on Monday 
night changed the Captains in the Sixth, 
Eleventh, Twenty-fourth, and Twenty-fifth 
Election Districts, because they had been 
in favor of Wisseman, and had appointed 
in their places new men, who were not ac- 
quainted witn the voters. And this the 
Republicans feared might hurt the Repub- 
lican vote in those election districts. 

The Republican workers of the Sixteenth 
Assembly District reported at their head- 
quarters in Fifth Street that McKinley 
and Eidman would have a. majority of 
about 1,000, but they conceded that Benja- 
min Hoffman would be elected to the As- 
sembly. 


Cummings and Meade Fight. 
It was a hot fight in the Tenth Con- 
gressional District between Clarence W. 
Meade, the Republican candidate, and Amos

PICTURES FROM THE SHY. 


The Crowds in Park Row Photo- 
graphed from Midair. 


A great deal of attention was attracted 
in the down town district yesterday by a 
series of kites, which William A. Eddy, the 
Bayonne kite expert, sent up from the 
Postal Telegraph Building. The kites were 
five in number, of varied colors, and sup- 
ported a small camera, suspended below the 
kites. 

_The kites, which are what are known as 
the Eddy kite, invented in 1892, were sus- 
pended from one cord from fifty to seventy- 
five feet apart. The altitude attained by 
the highest kite during the day was about 
2,000 feet, and the camera was at least 
1,000 feet above the pavement when the 
pictures were taken. 

Mr. Eddy was assisted in sending up the 
kites by Henry L. Allen, also of Bayonne, 
who began making portable kites in 1895. 
They started in at 9 o’clock in the morning, 
but it was not until 11 o'clock that they 
were successful in getting the kites to the 
proper altitude. The difficulty was with 
the variable winds, which made it impossl- 
ble to sustain the kites in the air for any 
length of time. 

Finally, at 11 o’clock, the kites were suc- 
cessfully launched, one at a time, and the 
camera, resting on a framework of light 
week. was soon suspended at the proper 

elg 

In all, nine exposures were taken of City 
Hall Park and Printing House Square. 
THE Nzew-YORK Times Building figured in 
each of these. How many of these will be 
worth reproducing is a question. Mr. EXidy 
said that it was usual for not over two- 
thirds to be successful, owing to the numer- 
ous accidents which are liable to happen.

SIX BLIND MEN ARRESTED. 
The Unfortunates Charged with Ille- 
gal Registration, 

John Cashdollar, Joseph Bennett, Moses 
De Graff, William Anderson, Bernard Long- 
ner, and George Sterrett, all of whom are 
inmates of the Home for Destitute Blind, at 
Amsterdam Avenue and One Hundred and 
Fourth Street, were arraigned before Mag- 
istrate Deuel in Harlem Court yesterday 


morning on the charge of illegal registra-. 


tion. The men were arrested Monday by 
Detectives Maxon and McGloin, who de- 
clared that the men were not entitled to 
register or vcte because they were inmates 
of an institution supported by public char- 
ity. 

Magistrate Deuel said it was clear that 
under the Constitution the men had no right 
*to vote, and held them in $100 bail for trial. 

In the meantime former Judge Howland 
went before Justice Lawrence, in the Su- 
preme Court, and secured a writ of habeas 
corpus for Cashdollar and asked for writs 
of mandamus for twenty-two other in- 
mates of the home, commanding the election 
officers to permit them to vote. Judge How- 
land contended that the State did not en- 
tirely support the home, and that the in- 
mates earned their board by making bas- 
kets and chairs. . 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Connolly 
argued that as the blind men had not com- 
plied with the law requiring them to file 
at the place of registration their occupations 
and the fact that they were inmates of an 
institution, they were not entitled to vote. 
Justice Lawrence so decided, and later in 
the day Magistrate Deuel paroled the six 
prisoners until to-day at 2 o’clock. 





ELECTION DAY IN BROOKLYN. 


Voting Was Rapid and Heavy, and 
Only Two Arrests Were Made, 


The day in Brooklyn was exceedingly 
quiet, though the voting in every district 
was heavy. Half the vote was cast before 
noon. As soon as the polls opened at 6 
o’clock the voters began to flock to the 
polling places, and deposited their ballots. 
In every ward the voting was rapid, show- 
ing that the voters were marking straight 
tickets. At the political headquarters there 
were gatherings of politicians and candi- 
dates, though there were fewer at the Silver 
Democratic Headquarters in the Thomas 
Jefferson than at the National Democratic 
and Republican Headquarters. 

In all the four new wards, the annexed 
counuty towns, the balloting was early and 
heavy. There was very little voting after 
3 o'clock. 

The police arrangements were very good, 
and there was no friction. There were only 
two arrests during the day at the polls 
for illegal voting, and both prisoners were 
released as soon as taken to the police 
station, as they showed that their arrest 
was not justified. 





RECEIVED CHEERING NEWS. 


Mr. Manley Kept Posted on the Voting 
in Other States, % 


The various political headquarters were 
practically deserted yesterday. Messrs. 
Manley, Scott, and Clayton of the Repub- 
lican National Committee were at their 
rooms rece!ving reports from all parts of 
the country. These related to the weather 
and to the stereotyped formula as to the 
opening of the voting. 

Mr. Manley talked by long-distance tel- 
ephone with the Chicago headquarters, and 
learned that the voting was progressing 
satisfactorily. The message said that “ ap- 


arently ”’ the railroad employes were vot- 
ng for McKinley. 

The Chairman of the Republican State 
Committees in West Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, and Tennessee sent encouraging bulle- 
tins as to the progress of the voting in 
their States.

TURKEY AND HER REFORMS 





An Effort to Induce France to Take 
Active Measures to Protect the 
Armenians—The Reforms Prom- 
ised by the Porte Have Not Been 
Carried Out—The Chamber Sup- 
ports the Government in Declin- 
ing to Take Action Alone. 


PARIS, Nov. 3.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day, M. Denys, Deputy for Cochin 
China, interpellated the Government, de- 
manding to know what action France would 
take in defense of the Armenians, Con- 
tinuing his remarks, he asked what the 


-powers had done since 1880 in defense of a 
race whose sufferings were without a paral- 
lel in history. M. Denys then recapitu- 
lated the horrors of the massacres in Asia 
Minor and Constantinople, during the re- 
ctal of which the Chamber was greatly 
agitated. 

The Deputy for Ccchin China declared 
Uthat it was the duty of France to inter- 
fere in the name of humanity to prevent 
the occurrence of further massacres. In 
order to effect this, he said, it would be 
necessary to make a clean sweep of this 
corner of Europe and to guarantee protec- 
tion not only to Christians, but to Turks 
as well. The whole of civilized Europe 
was interested in the purification of Tur- 
key, and France had a right to convoke 
her allies and all Europe to undertake the 
task, 

M. Denys said, in conclusion, that the 
friendship of France was worthy of prac- 
tical recognition. ‘* We must tell our friends 
this,” he said, ‘and their first step will 
be to appreciate the generous impulses of 
our nation and decide to co-operate to de- 
fend the feeble and the oppressed.” 

The remarks of M. Denys elicited great 
applause. 


Count De Mun’s Appeal. 


Count Albert De Mun then followed in a 
speech, in which he declared that sadder 
evén than the Armenian atrocities was the 
inertia with which Europe tolerated such 
outragos. Continuing, he said that, although 
the responsibility of the Porte for the out- 
rages was denied, it had been proved that 
Turkish officiais had) taken part in the 
atrocities, and had directed and command- 
ed the massacres which took place in Con- 
stantinople on Aug. 26 before the very eyes 
of the officers of the foreign guardships 
and the passengers on board the French 
steamer Gironde; yet the authors of the 
massacre had not been punished. On the 
contrary, he declared, the officials who were 
the fomenters of the outrages had been 
rewarded, while the few. who had dared to 
protect the assailed Armenians had been 
punished, 

Toe Turkish prisons were filled with Ar- 
menians, and apparently the plan was to 
exterminate the whole race. ‘ Europe,” 
he said, ‘“‘cannot longer remain passive. 
While the present state of things exists, it 
is only natural that the Armenians should 
be in a perpetual state of revolt.” 

Pursuing the subject further, Count De 
Mun said that France had done all that was 
gr for her to do, but it was regretta- 

le that Europe had only heard complaints 
of the situation of affairs in Turkey from 
England. This fact, he said, was exciting a 
legitimate suspicion of the motives which 
delayed a settlement of the troubles. The 
Ottoman Empire, Count De Mun said, was 
a necessity to Europe, but a necessary cor- 
ollary was the security of those who do not 
belong to the race and religion of the rulers 
of the empire; otherwise, it was the right 
and duty of Europe to remonstrate against 
the condition of things. France, he added, 
ought to do for Armenia as well as for 
Crete, and take the initiative in a concert 
to assure the security of the Armenians. 

MM. Delafosse and Hubbard approved and 
emphasized the remarks of Count De Mun, 
an M. Hanotaux, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, followed. 


Minister Hanotaux’s Answer, 


M. Hanotaux said that the Armenian 
movement would not have taken upon itself 
such an intensity if contact with Europe 
had not imbued certain Armenians with a 
desire for independence. The excesses of 
the Ottoman Government, he said, had fur- 
nished legitimate motives for complaint, 
and when the question assumed an aspect 
of grave importance England understood 
the danger of acting alone. A concert was 
established among the powers, and in Octo- 
ber, 189, an understanding was reached 
with the Porte that the latter would grant 
reforms, which unhappily had not been ap- 
plied. Owing to the anarchy which reigned 
in the administrative spheres, troubles en- 
sued and Frahce was bound to use lan- 
guage the strength and significance of 
which Turkey understood. The powers, he 
said were convinced of the necessity of their 
solid union, but there must be no isolated 
action and no interference with the integ- 
rity of the empire. 

“ Among the fertile results of the recent 
visit of the Emperor of Russia to Paris,” 
M. Hanotaux said, ‘‘ may be mentioned a 
precise exchange of views in regard to Ar- 
menia, and the perfect community of ideas 
which exists in united Europe will give the 
Sultan to understand the necessity of his 
assuring the security of all his subjects of 
whatever race. But violence will not aid 
the difficult task of Europe. France does 
not forget the traditions of the religious 
protectorate which she exercises in the Ori- 
ent, nor the bonds which unite her to the 
Ottoman Empire, but she must proportion 
her efforts to the extent of all the tasks 
devolving upon her.” 

M. Jaures, the Socialist leader, replying 
to M. Hanotaux, said that the Sultan had 
been frequently admonished, but without re- 
sult. The remarks of M. Hanotaux, he said, 
left the whole question open. He reproached 
the Foreign Minister for endeavoring to 
render the Armenians solely answerable for 
their troubles in the responsibility for which 
Europe and the Sultan were involved. 
Eighteen months ago, he said, Europe un- 
dertook to defend the Armenians, but the 
atrocities continue to this day. 

M. Develle moved the order of the day 
approving the declarations of the Govern- 
ment, and the motion was adopted by the 
Chamber. 


BISHOP WYNNE DROPS DEAD. 





His Wife Found Dead in Bed an Hour 
Afterward, 


LONDON, Nov. 8.—The Right Rev. Fred- 
erick Richards Wynne, Protestant Bishop 
of Killaloe, dropped dead in the street in 
Dublin to-day. A dispatch from Dublin 
to the Central News says that Mrs. Wynne, 
the wife of the Bishop, was found dead 
in her bed an hour after her husband’s 
death. 


DUBLIN, Nov. 3.—It is learned that the 
wife of Bishop Wynne was taken suddenly 
ill early this morning, and the Bishop got 
out of bed and went to get a doctor. A 
short distance from his house he dropped 
dead from heart disease, and Mrs. Wynne 
died almost at the same time that her hus- 
band expired.

CAMPANIA’S HAWSER STOLEN. 


The Thief Caught in a Rowboat with 
the Big Rope. 


Early yesterday morning Detective Gar- 
gan of the Leonard Street Station saw 
Michael Shannon, a man whom he knew to 
be a river thief, rowing up the North River 
in an empty boat. Later Gargan saw Shan- 
non row to the foot of Franklin Street with 
his boat loaded down with rope. <As the 
detective drew near, he saw Shannon had 
in his boat the largest rope he had ever 
seen. He was about to fasten his boat 
to a grain barge when the detective caught 
him by the arm. Shannon quickly re- 
treated to the stern of the boat to get 
away. His additional weight was more 
than the big rowboat could stand, in ad- 
dition to the rope, and it commenced rapidly 
to sink. Shannon then ran back to the de- 
tective, crying to be saved or he would 
drown. 

The detective pulled him out, but the boat 
sank. The big thhawser, however, floated. 
After turning his man over to another of- 
ficer, Gargan got a dozen longshoremen 
and pulled the big rope onto the dock. It 
was 480 feet long, was exactly twelve inches 
in diameter, and weighed 2,400 pounds. 
Examination showed that it had been cut 
off on one end. Shannon claimed he had 


purchased the hawser from a tramp steam- 
er anchored near Liberty Island, and had 
paid $11.50 for it. 

Gargan knew this was not true, and after 
hunting all day found that the rope be- 
longed to the Cunard steamer Campania, 
and had been stolen from her the night be- 
fore while she was at her dock at the foot 
of Clarkson Street. The rope, they said, 
was originally 780 feet long, and was made 
to tow the Campania in case she became 
disabled at sea, and cost $300. Magistrate 
Simms, in the Centre Street Court, yester- 
day, held Shannon for trial. 





THE HEALER’S BUSY DAY. 


Fully 4,500 Persons Visit Schrader at 
Bayonne, 


It was cripple day at Bayonne, N. J., yes- 
terday with August Schrader, the “ divine 
healer.”’ 

He had announced that he would make a 
specialty of cripples, and they limped in 
great numbers to Salter’s Hotel, at Fifty- 
first Street and Hudson County Boulevard. 

Schrader began work at 6:45 A. M., and 
before 5 P. M., when he stopped healing for 
the day, at least 4,500 persons had visited 
his hotcl. 

He followed his usual method of laying 
his hands on the heads, eyes, and afflicted 
parts of his visitors, and then stamping his 
name on the corners of their pocket hand- 
kerchiefs with a rubber stamp. 

As usual, Schrader made no charge. His 
managers did, however, a brisk business 
in selling his photographs, and those who 
saw him, either because they really had 
faith or out of curiosity, were informed that 
there was no objection to their paying as 
much as they liked for the photographs, 

Among those who were prompted by curi- 
osity to visit Schrader were large numbers 
of bicyclers who wheeled out over the bou- 
levard. Many of the visitors chaffed the 
healer, but he took it all good-naturedly. 

Of the cripples on whom ‘he laid his hands 
none, could be found who claimed to fee 
immediate relief.

RAILROAD FLOAT SUBMERGED. 


Improper Loading Causes It to Cap- 
size in Front of a Ferry Slip, 


A float’of the Erie Railroad Company, 
carrying fourteen loaded freight cars, sank 
yesterday at 7:30 o’cleck A. M., in the East 
River, opposite the Long Island City slip 
of the Long Island Railroad ferry. The 
float had left Pier $8 East River about a 
half-hour before the accident occurred, in 
tow of the tug Jamestown. Nine of the 
cars were loaded with coal, three with hay, 
and two with grain. 

In loading the float, the mistake was 
made of placing six of the coal cars on 
the port side. So much of the weight being 
placed on one side gave the float a decided 
list to port. The trip up the river, how- 
ever, was made_in safety, but in turning 
into the railroad slip at Long Island City, 
the swift current and the wash from pass- 
ing ferryboats made the cumbersome craft 
list still further to port, and it was evi- 
dent that she would be unable to make the 
slip. 

The careening of the float tightened the 
hawser so that the deckhands on the James- 
town could not throw off the line, and as 
the big float went down, the hawser was 
cut, none too soon to save the tug from 
damage. The two deckhands on the float | 
Scrambled up on the starboard side as the 
port side went down, and jumped into the 
river. Both were rescued a moment later 
by the Jamestown. 

Ten of the cars were left entirely under 
water and the other four were only partly 


submerged. The Chapman Wrecking Com- 
pand soon had a derrick at work, and was 
joined later by a derrick belonging to the 
Erie Company. One of the cars was raised 
onto another float yesterday afternoon, and 
one or.two more will be taken out without 
unloading. It will probably be necessary 
to unload the other cars before the float 
can be raised. The cargo was valued at 
about $2,000, and the loss will fall upon 
the Erie Company. The accident was at- 
tributed entirely to improper loading, as it 
is considered almost impossible to capsize 
one of the floats when the load is properly 
distributed, 





TRACKS LAID AT NIGHT. 


Midland Electric Railroad Company 
Stole a March at Stapleton. 


When the residents of Wright Street, 
Stapleton, S. I, awoke yesterday morning, 
they found the entire street had been torn 
up and a large gang of men engaged in 
laying tracks for the Midland Electric Rail- 
road. The property owners on the street 
have been endeavoring to keep the read off 
the street, and some months ago ex-Police 
Commissioner Wolf, who owns one-half ef 


the entire street,. secured an injunction 
restraining the electric company from tear- 
ing up the street. 

The case was argued on Monday before 
Justice Keogh of the Supreme Court, and 
the electric —— succeeded in having 
the injunction dissolved, and, fearing that 
another injunction would be secure de- 
cided to begin work at once. The road was 
completed shortly after nightfall, and as

The court officers, he thought, could not 
have known of Mr. Galt’s death.
